Nearly everybody in Texas 
is well to do, especially the hog ralsers, 
cotton pickers and oil well. diggers; but 
we have very few millioaaires recorded on 
the tax rolls.

The first named is bounded on the 
north principally by the Washita river; on 
the east by the Indian Territory; on the 
south by Red river and on the west’ by the 
north fork of Red river. 

In this strip there are 2,968,893 acres. It is 
a little larger than Connecticut and about 
three times as large as Delaware. The 
Wichita reservation is bounded ‘on © the 
north by the South Canadian river, on the 
east by the Indian territory, on the south 
by the Washita river and on the west by 
the Cheyenne and Arapahoe Indian lands, 
which are now marked on the map as. 
Custer and Washita counties, Oklahoma.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 4—Think 
of St. Louis as a city of 30,000 people with 
Grand avenue, the river and Chouteau and 
Cass avenues as its boundaries. 

Then draw a mental picture of this tiny 
St. Louis with a swath mown by fire 13 
blocks wide through the very vitals of 
the city from Jefferson avenue to the Miss- 
issippi, and you will have some conception 
of the magnitude of the calamity that has 
come upon Jacksonville. 

Within this desolated area there is prac- 
tically nothing but blackened ruins cover- 
ing an area of more than a square mile. 

Hotels, churches, banks, theaters, clubs, 
court house, Merchants’ Exchange, armory, 
city hall—all gone—13€ of the best blocks 
of the city swept as clean of houses as 
the St. Louis cvclone swept Lafayette 
Park of its trees.

“It is, therefore, of tho 
greatest importance that the medical pro- 
fession should give the disease their st 
attention and take all proper measures to 
battle with it as a new and formidable 
danger to humanity.”’ 

What is considered as giving unusual 
significance to the symposium was the co- 
incidence that each of the four readers of 
papers, who are.all of them professors in 
the local medical colleges, laid stress 
either inferentially, or in strong assertion, 
‘that indigestion, due to overeating, or 
‘hasty eating. is to be blamed for the 
alarming increase in this newest of dis- 
eases.

That the abatement of the nuisance is possible and prac- 
ticable has been demonstrated. That it is absolutely neces- 
sary as a measure of economy, health and cleanliness is ad- 
mitted in view of the requirements of the World's Fair.

In the mere matter of organizing the company the work re- 
quires prudence and careful consideration. The details of an 
organization capable of handling with @ffective ease the busi- 
ness of a gigantic exposition project must be worked out. 
The committees and bureaus for a large number of depart- 
ments must be wisely outlined and the men to fill them se- 
lected from the standpoint of fitness. 

When the organization is formed the general and 
design of the Exposition must be determined before the site 
is selected. Knowledge of the amount of land needed and 
of the general plan and scheme of the Exposition is necessary 
to a wise selection of the site. 

Before the actual work can begin it will be necessary to have 
the Exposition plans worked out in detail—the grounds, the 
arrangement and the buildings. 

The plans of an exposition which is to be unique and sur- 
passing all other expositions can not be decided upon without 
deliberation and the counsel of experts in all lines to be con- 
sidered. The advice of competent architects, artists and 
exposition men—trained experts on all subjects of decision— 
must be obtained. St. Louis wants the best. The result 
must be commensurate with the aspirations of the manage- 
ment and the expectations of the public. It should exceed all 
expectations. 

Haste in these vital matters, if not governed by wisdom, 
will be woful waste. Any mistake would be damaging and 
some mistakes might be fatal. The public should not be im- 
patient. The management._must be given sufficient time to do 
all the necessary work in proper order and in the right way. 

“Push"’ is the word, but push tempered with prudence. All 
that can be asked is that there be no unecessary delay. 

Meanwhile the city of St. Louis has a great work to do in 
preparing for the Exposition The atmosphere must be 
cleared, streets and boulevards constructed, public buildings 
made, and the city put in beautiful sanitary order.

MISSOURI] WOMEN AT THE FAIR 


Federated Clubs May Erect a Building 
to Be Converted Into a Hall of 
Philanthropy. 


The women of the Federated Clubs of 
Missouri are’ going to take part in the 
World's Fair, and for this purpose they ex- 
pect to raise a large sum of money. The 
question of its expenditure and the pest 
plan to secure results that will be lasting 
is under discussion by the women of this 


state. 

Miss Mary E. Ft a member of the 
State Board of Charities and Correction, 
makes the following suggestion: 

“As we will be the hostesses of the visit- 
ing club women who come to participace 
with us in the celebration of the Louisiana 
Purchase, it will be incumbent upon us to 
erect a building in which to entertain 
them. 

“After this building has served this pur- 
pose and tne wou S Rir nas losed, 
would it not be fitting, as we wish the 
Women's Building to be a permanent mem- 
orial and altruistic in character, to convert 
it into a Hall of Philanthropy, which 
should be a school of instruction and an 
epitome of the largest and most advanced 
thought along the lines of charities and 
corrections” 

“The need of such a building appeals to 
every individual engaged in social service 
for the benefit of the human family. This 
building should possess the plans and data 
of every charitable institution and enter- 
prise, should furnish literature bearing on 
these subjects in any language and have 
availabie reliable statistics on any sort of 
reform. The archives should include the 
latest and best authority on the treatment 
of the various diseases and the care of 
the sick, and all the things in which s0 
many need just such advice. 

“About twenty colleges are now studying 
sociology in its different phases, and this 
instruction could be given at a six weeks’ 
summer school in this hall, where the con- 
tributions of literature, plans and data from 
all nations making exhibits of this character 
at the World's Fair might form a nucleus 
for such study. 

“I would advocate an executive board of 
women, chosen from the club women of the 
Louisiana Purchase states, to work out 
more fully, if necessary, the details of this 
jan. Such a building could be erected, I 
oe for $50,000. All money contributed 
in excess of this amount would go toward 
the endowment of It. 

‘‘Missouri spends annually $2,000,000 on its 
wards, and the creation of this ‘Hall of 
Philanthropy’ would assure the correct and 
expenditure of this money, and 
would be a fitting memorial by the women 
of the Louisiana Purchase states for the un- 
fortunate classes whom we, being able to 


stand alone, can help.”

INQUIRY INTO DEATH. 


It Is Thought a Fight at Yale Resulted 
Fatally. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW HAVEN, May 4.—Yale’s faculty is 
investigating the rumors concerning the 
death of Bluford Wilson, Jr., the son of 
Col. Bluford Wilson of Springfield, Ill., who 
died at the Yale Infirmary after an ill- 
ness of three weeks with typhoid fever. 
The fact that just previous to his iliness 
young Wilson was engaged in a fisticuff 
fight and a wrestling match at a late 
hour at night with a student companion 
with whom he had quarreled led to the 
circulation of stories concerning his ill- 
ness. Though the doctors who attended 
him dedclare that the injuries he received 
in the sombat had nothing to do with nis 
illness or his death, the tact that the fight 
was held in a prominent dormitory of the 
university is cause for the investigation. 

Wilson early last spring was engaged in 
a wrestling match at the Yale gymnasium. 
In the struggle for the lightweight cham- 
pionship he wrestled for an hour, tugging 
and straining with his antagonist before 
the bout was finally declared a draw. 
Whether this had anything to do with his 
subsequent condition cannot be stated. 

The fight Which is mentioned in the stortles 
told of Wilson’s death occurred in one of 
the dormitories. It is learned that Wilson 
and some companions, among whom was Jo- 
seph Edward Bayrd, another Yale senior, 
quarreled and the student party went to a 
room, where an encounter took place, Wil- 
son, it is stated, won at the wrestling en- 
counter ,though he got the worst of the fis- 
ticuffs. He bore the marks of the encounter 
on his face when he was taken ill with typ- 
phoid fever. Dr. C. Purdy Lindsley attend- 
ed him, and while admitting that there was 
a fight, says spat could not have caused 
Wilson's illnes®.

After bis arrest, trial and = conviction, 
Dreyfus was degraded before the army, an 
officer tearing from his clothes the signs of 
his rank and publicly breaking his sword, 
while Dreyfus continually ca‘ied out to the 
throng, “1 am innocent."’ He was taken to 
Orleaus in the railway cell of a common 
felon, and then imprisoned on shipboard for 
the vovugeto the Isles du Salut, off the coast 
of French Gulana.

In fact, no preparations had been 
made fur receiving me, and everything hud 
to be hurried. 

On the 16th of March I was landed 
shut up in @ room of the prison establish- 
ment of the Iie Royale. This strictly close 
confinement lasted nearly a month, On 
Apfil 13.1 was taken to the Ile du Diable, 
a barren rock used previously for the isola- 
tion of lepers. 

On my arrival at the Ile du Diable the 
followihg measures were taken for my dis- 
posal and were in force until 1896: 

The hut destined for my use was built of 
stone @nd covered about seventeen square 
yards. The windows were grated. The door 
was lattice work in simple iron bars. This 
door ted to a little hallway 6 feet square, 
the entrance to which was closed by a solid 
wooden door. 

By day I had the richt to go about In that 
part of the island compriscd between the 
landing place ard the littie valley where 
the lepers’ camp had been a treeless space 
of less than half an uecre. |. was absolutely 
forbidden to leave these limits.

The guard was 
armed with a revolver; later on a rifle and 
cartridge belt were addea. | was expressly 
torbidden to epeak to anyone whomsoever. 


LIFE ON DEVIL'S ISLAND 


In bis diary, Dreyfus tells of the detatis of 
bis daily life om Devil's Island. iliis own 
story folluws:

In trying to 
transform these cans into plates, while 
washing them, I cut my fingers. 

l have just been told that I must wash 
my own linen. I have no soap with which 
to do it. 1 have set myself to the task for 
two hours together, but the result is not 
encouraging. At all events, the linen will 
have been soaked in water. 

I am utterly worn out. Shall 1 be able to 
sleep’ | doubt it. 1 have such @ mingling uf 
physical wtakness and extr.me nervousness 
that, the moment | am in bed, the nerves 
get the upperhand and 1 am tortured witli 
anxiety about my dear ones. 


Monday, April 22, 1896, 

I rose at daybreak to wash my linen and 
to dry my clothing in the sun. Everything 
mouliders here because of the mixture of 
dampness and heat. Quick showers of rain 
in torrents alternate with burning heat. 

Il am forced to exercise my ingenuity and 
to eat either off paper or old scraps of iron 
gathered on the island. The dirt 1 eat in 
this way is inconceivable. 

| have simplified my meals still more. 
This morning | made a kind of stew with 
the beef and white beans. I have eaten hair 
of it and shall keep the other half for the 
evening, thus having to cook only once a 
day. 


Friday, April 26, 1895. 

Again I have thrown away my ration of 
canned pork. The commandant of the w- 
land came afterward and brought me to- 
bacco and tea. In place of tea 1 should have 
prefe;red condensed milk, which I ha.e aiso 
had the authorities ask for at Cayenne, for 
my eolle continues. The commandant has 
lonned me tour Rat ;la.es, two concave ones 
end two saucepans, but has given me nota- 
ing to put in them. 


Saturday, April 27, 1895. 
. On account of the heat | am changing my 
habits. 

I rise at daybreak (5:30) and light my fire 
and make coffee or tea. Then I put the 
dried vegetables on the fire, and afterward 
‘make my bed, clean up my chamber and 

® summary tollet. 
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soon as the heat has diminished, 
o'clock, 1 cut wood for my fire. 
The night is my longest time. I have not 
been able to obtain permission to have a 
lamp in my hut. There is a lantern in the 
guard post, but the ight is too dim to work 
by long. Nothing is left for me but to lie 
down, and then my brain begins to work. 
All my thoughts turn to the frightful 
Grama of which I am the victim, and all 
my memories center about my wife and 
children and those who are dear to me. 
Tiow all of them must suffer with me! 
Today I have learned how to clean my 
kitchen utensils. Until now I simply washed 
them with hot water, using my handker- 
chiefs for dishrags. In spite of everything 
they remained dirty and greasy. Suddenly 
thought of the aghes, which contain a 
large proportion of potash. This combina- 
tion has succeeded admirably. But in what 
a state it has put hands and handkerchiefs! 


Monday, April 29, 1895, 10 a. m. 

Never have I been so tired as this morn- 
ing, after having drawn water and 
wood. With all that, the luncheon that is 
waiting for me is made up of dried-up old 
beans which have been on the fire four 
hours and will not cook, and some nauseat- 
ing eanned beef. In a Ceblilitating climate, 
my waning physical strength cannot pos- 
sibly keep up if this repugnant diet lasts 
much longer. 

May 4, 1895. 

The mornings pass after a fashion. The 
struggle for existence gives me something 
definite, material, to do from 5:30 until 10 
o'clock. But the food I am taking is far 
from keeping up my strength. Today is 
canned pork day. I lunched on split peas 
and bread. Bill of fare for dinner—the same. 

Why do lI so-often note the little facts of 
my daily life? They are but a passing shad- 
ow before the ever-present anxjciy—that 
which concerns my good name. 


The horrors of the ciimate and the herd- 
ships encourtered during tbe first few weeks 
disabled to of the guards, who had no men- 
tal tortures added to their physical dis om- 
fort.

There are long panses in the diary during 
the early part of 1806, owing to illness. In 
September, however, Dreyfus recovered 
strength, and in these passages brought up 
to date the story of his life on tbe island: 
Wednesday, Sept. 9, 1896. 
NE easily feels that the local ad- 
() ministration—except the chief guar- 
dian, who has been specially sent 
from Paris—has itse.f a h.o.ror cf such arbi- 
trary and inhuman measures, but has no 
choice but to carry out the orders which 
are imposed on it. 

No; the responsibility is higher. It rests 
entirely with the author or authors of these 
inhuman orders. 

In the month of July, 189, I had asked 
permission to buy a few carpenter's tools. 
A categorical refusal was the answer from 
the director of the prison service, under the 
pretext that the tools m'ghit affor1 means of 
escape. 1 fail to see myself escaping on a 
carpenter's plane from an island where | 
am kept under scrutiny night and day. 

In the course of the month of June, 1896, 


cut, 1 had violent attacks of fever, followed by 


congestion of the brain. During one of these 
nights of pain and fever I tried to get up, 
but fell helpless to the floor and lay there 
unconscious. The guard on duty had to lift 
me up, limp and covered with blood. Dur- 
ing the days which follov.ed my stomach 
refused all food. I grew much thinner and 
my health was grievously shaken. I was 
still extremely weak when the arbitraryand 
inhuman measures of the month of Septem- 
ber, 1596, were taken, and as a result I had 
a relapse. At the beginning the number of 
guards, besides the chief, was five. It was 
raised to six, and then to ten, tn the course 
of the year 1897. It was still further in- 
creased later. 
three months the books sent by my wife. 
From September, 1896; this sending of books 
was stopped. 

But my books were, after a little while, in 
a wretcned condition. Insects laid their eggs 
in them and devoured them. Vermin 
hatched out everywhere in my hut. Mos- 
quitoes swarmed in the rainy season, ants 
in all seasons—the latter in such consider- 
able numbers that I had to protect my ia- 
ble by placing the legs in old tin cans filled 
with petroleum. Water was no barrier, for 
the ants formed a pontoon with their 
bodies across its surface, and when the 
chain was complete other ants passed over 
it as on a bridge. 

The most harmful of my creeping visitors 
was the spider crab, whose bite is poison- 
ous, (in this passage Dreyfus states the 
common belief. Scientists say that the ¢rab 
is not poisonous.) This reptile resembles a 
crab in body, while the long, wide-spreading 
legs are those of a spider. he size is dbout 
that of 4 man’s hand. 


A NIGHT ALARM, 


N June 6, 1897, there was a night 
() alarm which might have had dire 
consequences. The orders were such 
that, at the least sign on my part of an at. 
tempt to escape, or of any evidence of heip 
from the outside, my life would be imper- 
iled. The guard on duty was to prevent an 
abduction or escape by the most decisive 
means. It may be understood, with such or- 
ders, how dangerous for me would be any 
alarm given to my guards. 

On that date, toward 9 o'clock in the even- 
ing, a rocket was sent up from the Ile Roy- 
ale. Under pretense that a sailboat had 
been seen in the gulf formed by the Le 
Saint Joseph and the Ile du Diable the pris- 
on commandant gave orders to fire a blank 
cartridge and to have each man take up his 
fighting position. 

While tying down in my hut, with the 
guard on duty, as was the custom each 
night, 1 was awakened by cannon shots, 
followed by rifie shots, and I saw my sen- 
try on guard with his weapon drawn, look- 
ing at me with fixed attention. I asked, 
“What is the matter?’ He made no answer. 


At first Dreyfus had been allowed to wan- 
der about a portion of the island, always 
under guard. After the night alarm a high 
fence or stockade waa bulit about the hut. 
It was so close that Dreyfus could not look 
through it. For two years be could not see 
the ocean. He continues: 


FTER the building of the outside pal- 
A isade my hut becafhe utterly unfit 

for habitation. It was deadly. From 
that moment I had no air, no light, and 
during the dry season the heat was inex- 
pressibly torrid and stifling. In the rainy 


Until 1896 I received every. 
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season It was wretchedly damp. In this 
country, where humidity is the great 
scourge of Europeans, the lack of exercise, 
together with the pernicious influence of the 
climate, brought me so low that, on the 
physician's advice, they built me a new hut. 
Hence, during the month of August, 1897, 
when one of the palisades around my walk 
was taken down to be used in building the 
palisades of the new hut, I was again whol- 
ly shut up. 

On Aug. 25, 1897, I was taken to my new 
quarters on a little knoll between the dock 
and the former lepers’ camp. The lodging 
was divided into halves by a solid iron 
grating. I was on one side of it, the guard 
on duty on the other, so that he could never 
lose sight of me for an instant. Grated win- 
dows, too high to be reached, let in the 
light and a little air. 

Then, to prevent me from ever approach- 
ing the window, the only place where I 
could breathe a little fresh air dyring those 
stifling days and nights of Guiana, they set 
up Inside the hut before each window two 
panels that formed with it a triangle, with 
the windows as a base and the apex well 
within the cell. One of the panels was of 
sheet iron, the other a lattice-work of iron 
bars. 

In spite of this the new hut, being higher 
and more spacious, was better than the old 
one. Moreover, on one side the palisade had 
been set further out, and there was but one 
palisade. But the dampness penetrated the 
wails, and very often, during the heavy 
rains, there were inches of water in the new 
quarters, and from the day of my occu- 
pancy vexations increased. 


Dentel, the chief jailor, wee @ man Otted 
to be the villain of a melodrameé. He 
secmed to take pleasure in devising ‘ves- 
atious persecutions. Dregfus was permitted 
to write to bis wife, but all his letters 
were read. He continues: 


HAVE since learned that from this time 
| on my guards also received the order to 
report every one of my gestures, and 
even the changes of expression an my fea- 
tures. It may be imagined how these orders 
were executed! But what is graver stil is 
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that all these gestures and manifestations 
of my grief, and sometimes of my impatt- 
ence, were interpreted by Deniel with con- 
temptibie, pernicious malice. 


In a letter to his wife Dreyfus says: 
Nov. 4, 1897. 

I chatter on to you, though I have nothing 
to tell you. But it does me good. It rests 
my heart and relaxes the tension of my 
nerves. Truly, my heart is often pierced 
with grief when I think of you and of our 
children, and then I ask myself what I can 
have done on this earth that those whom | 
love the most, those for whom I would give 
my blood drop by drop, should be tried by 
such awful martyrdom. But even when the 
brimming cup overfiows the thought of you 
and the children—that thought which 
makes all my being vibrate and exalts it ‘o 
the greatest heights—gives me the power to 
rise from the depths of annals 


Owing to the mutilation of his wife's iet- 
ters, Dreyfus vever heard, until long 
afterwerd, of the efforts made in Fratce 
for his release. This will explain the 
following references: 


HEN these letters, belated as al- 

ways, reached me, in January, 183, 

not only had I not received the 

Sova news which they foreshadowed, but 

vexations had redoubled in intensity and 

the surveillance was still more rigorous. 

From ten guards the number had been in- 

creased to thirteen. Sentinels had been 

placed around my hut. The breath of fear 

and suspicion compassed me about. I felt 
it in the attitude of my jallers. 

It was at this time that a tower was built 
higher than the guards’ barracks, and on 
its platform a Hotchkiss gun was placed so 
as to command the apprvuaches to the is- 
land. 

I have since learned that my wife had in 
discreet terms given me to understand, in 
her letters of August and September, that a 
leading member of the Senate had taken 
my cause in hand. This information, of 
course, Was suppressed, and | learned only 
on my return to France in 1899 of the cour- 
rageous Initiative taken by M. Scheurer- 
Kestner, and not until then @id I learn of 
the events that were taking place in France 
at the time of this letter. ” 

In March I] received my wife's letters of 
the vpeginning of January, always express- 
ing in vague words the same hope, but nev- 
er clearly explaining the basis ef that hope, 
Then in April there was complete silence. 
The letters Lucie sent me in the lest days 
of January and February, 1:0, I never re- 
ceived. As to the letters which | wrote from 
this time on to my wife, she never received 
the originals, and we have oniy mutilated 
copies.

This provision, which ts section 25 of the 
proposed new charter, reads: 

“Every spccia! tax bill authorized by this 
charter to be levied or assessed dor the con- 
struction or reconstruction of streets, as- 
enues, highways, boulevards or district or 
Joint district sewers, shall be divided into 
not less than three nor more than seven 
equal parts, as may be provided by the or- 
dinance auihorizing such’ improvement, 
pavable and collectible in installments as 
follows: 

“The first installment shall become due 
and payable thirty days after notice of the 
issuance thereof without interest; the sec- 
ond installment shall become due and pay- 
able one year after such notice; the third 
installment, two years; the fourth install- 
ment, three years; the ifth insta Iment, four 
ears; the sixth installmeni, tive years, and 
the seventh installment six years aftcr such 
notice; provided, however, that the owner 
or any person having an interest may pay 
such tax bills in full at any time by paying 
interest thereon as follows: 

“If paid at or before maturity and more 
than thirty days after notice, as aforesaid, 
at the rate of six per cent per annum from 
date of notice to date of payment; if paid 
within six months after maturity, at the 
rate of six per cent per annum from date 
of notice to date of maturity and at the 
rate of 10 per cent per annum from date of 
maturity to date of payment; if paid more 
than six months after maturity, at the rate 
of six per cent per annum from date of no- 
tice of date of maturity and at the rate of 
fifteen per cent per annum from date of ma- 
turity to date of payment. 

“All interest shall be payable annually 
from date of notice of the issuance of tax 
bills. If any instaliment of any such speclu] 
tax bills, or an interest on any Installment, 
be not pald when due, then, at the option of 
holder thereof all remaining installments 
shall become due and collectible, together 
with interest thereon as aforesaid.”’ 

Under the present system the city may 
make improvements and levy on the hold- 
ings of owners of abutting property for the 
total amount expended. 

Under the new system property holders 
will be encouraged to make improvements 
and the terms will be casy. The contrac- 
tors will give the city a receipt in full for

The most important point toward securing 
pure water at this time is this—that the 
city administration should get together on 
some definite plan. The time 
when the Board of Public Improvements 
and the Municipal Assembly can cast thie 
blame for failure back and forth at each 
other, or when the mayor can point at the 
board or the assembly as being responsible 
for delay. The people do not want to hear 
these excuses. They want to see results, 
and it is the duty of the diffcrent branches 
of the present administration to co-operate 
in securing a purified water supply. There 
are different plans to this end, and I do not 
now recommend any particular one. The 
question is going to be a difficult to 
handle, but it one which must be reso- 
lutely taken up and on which harmony be- 
tween the three branches of the city gov- 
ernment must be obtaind. 

Good streets must be secured for new St. 
Louis. This will take money. This is not a 
discovery of my own. As I come into Office 
I find suits pending in the United States 
Supreme Court which will show us, when 
they are decided, how well we are able to 
get money from property owners for street 
reconstruction. If these suits turn out fa- 
vorably to the city we can go ahead with 
work which now being delayed, and 
streets for which erdinances have been 
passed will be reconstructed at once. If the 
suits are decided unfavorably, it will mean 
that we shall have to pass new laws,.some 
of them in the form of charter amend- 
ments. 

The suits known as the 
cases, now before the United States 
preme Court, are in every way parallel 
cases from St. Louis, and the decisions on 
the Kansas City cases will 
precedents for this city. These suits are 
brought by contractors against property 
owners who have refused to pay special tax 
bills for street construction because of 
technicalities in the law. If the property 
owners win the Kansas City cases the St. 
Louis contractors will feel unsafe in un-

greatest addition which could be 
to the park system would be the con. 
struction of ulevarcs connecting the driv- 
ing parks. These would practically encircle 
the city, and would become one of its most 
attractive features. These roadways: would 
probably have to be paid for principally by 
the city. I think no one who knows what 
the boulevard system is in other large cities 
will doubt that they would be worth all 
they would cost. 

Every business man knows something of 
the needs of this city in the matter of sew- 
er construction. Our system is worn out In 
parts and inadequate throughout, and a 
new system of sewers for the downtown 
district, -with extensions in the residence 
section, is e Bases needed. We cannot ex- 
pect to secure all the money necessary for 
these purposes from current revenue, 

Sewer Commissioner Hermann’'s plan for 
the cstablishment of sewer districts for pur- 
poses of special taxation seems to be the 
most feasible one suggested for this pur- 
pose. lt is greatly to be regret®@d that this 
measure was not placed before the last 
legislature in time to be passed. We may 
now have to await the next session of the 
legislature, making such repairs and addi- 
tions in the meantime as current revenue 
will permit. 1 see less prospect for imme- 
diate improvement of the sewer systm on 
a large scale than for any other needed 
public work, but someone may have a plan 
to. offer which will make work in this line 
possible with other public enterprises which 
it is the hope of every citizen to see under- 
taken at once. 

I shall lose no opportunity to work for a 
thorough system of public baths. Not only 
on the river front and on waterworks prop- 
erty, but at various points throughout the 
residence portion of the city, public nata- 
torilums are a necessity, and would contrib- 
ute to the health and comfort of the peo- 
ple. I shall try to have an appropriation for 
this purpose included in the next annual 
appropriation bill.

OF OBSTACLES AND NEEDS ©

N order to improve St. Louis in time for 
| the World's Fair, to make it “the New 
St. Louts,”” of which we have heard so 
much, it will be necessary for the city to 
ratse $10,000,000 or more inside of a year. 

The work must be done quickly. The city 
has only two years in which to open the 
gates of the Fair. 

How this end is to be accomplished has 
not yet been decided. 

There Is already a deficit in the city treas- 
ury—less than a million dollars, but still 
a great sum. Not one cent was appropri- 
ated last year for street improvements, and 
very little the year before. In 1900, the 
street commissioner managed to scrape up 
about $2000 from remnants of old funds, 
and a small amount was obtained indl- 
rectly by citizens of the Fountain Park 
neighborhood for certain improvements, 
Beyond that nothing was done. 

The police bill is largely responsidle for 


this deficit, and there is no reason to hope,’ 


under present conditions, that there will 
be any relief in that quarter. 

The only definite step that has been taken 
toward securing the money which St. Louis 
must have was the joint resolut§on intro- 
duced at the late session of the general 
assembly at the suggestion of the Public 
Welfare Commission of St. Louts, 

This resolution provides that the city 
may deduct, from its total outstanding in- 
debtedness the old waterworks debt and 
the county debt which was assymed by the 
city in 1877, at the time of the adoption of 
the present scheme and charter. 

The waterworks debt amounts to $5,808,- 
000 and represents bonds issued by the old 
waterworks board before the adoption of 
the present charter. 

The county debt is $6,200,000, and repre- 
sents the obligation assumed by the city 
at the time of its legal separation from St. 
Louis County. 

The total of these two items is $11,008,000, 

Now, there is a state law which provides 
that no city in Missouri can issue bonds for 
more than 5 per cent of its assessed valua- 
tion. St. Louis has so nearly reached that 
limit that only drastic legislation can give 
its legislators the power to increase the 
bonded indebtedness for needed improve- 
ments. 

The contemplated resolution, if carried, 
will authorize the city to deduct the sum 
cf $11,008,000 from its present outstanding 
indebtedness. Such action would enable 
the city to come within the 5 per cent limit 
and issue bonds for $10,000,000 or more. 

This measure might afford relief but for 
two reasons: First, it cannot be voted on 
until November, 1902; second, it will then 
be voted on jv the people of the whole 
state—-not of St. Louis alone; and the 
vote of the whole people of any state, 
wherever a question of additional taxaticn 
is involved, ‘:s a very uncertain quantity. 

If this vote could be taken today the 
time would be short enough. To wait until 


Unless a special election shall Se 
called I fail to see how this resolution 
will benefit St. Louis. 

This measure, promulgated by the Pub- 
lic Welfare Commission of St. Louls, ts @ 
matter In which the state is Involved. The 
other proposition submitted to the Munie- 
ipal Assembly by the same body with @ _ 
view to amending the charter was not a@ct- 
ed upon. 

Considering the existing deficit In the 
city treasury and the slow process deviset 
for submitting the joint resolution to @ 
vote of the people of the state there would 
seem to be only two courses left open to 
the city to obtain the money desired. One 
is to get after the tax dodgers; the other 
is to demand the taxes from holders of 
franchises to which the city is entitled. 

In St. Louls there are many wealthy men 
who do not pay their proportionate share 
of city taxes. Particularly is this true of 
personal property There are men in St, 
Louls who rank as capitalists who pay 
taxes on from $300 to $1500 worth of per- 
sonal property. Many men have done this 
all their lives. When their estate gots 
into the probate court the great disparity 
between the official and the real figures 
is made public. 

In the same manner much property of 
high value is assessed at smal! figures—a 
mere fraction of what it is worth. If the 
city would enforce the laws now existing 
it would have little use for others and 
would not now be worrying about money 
for World's Fair improvements nor strug- 
gling with a deficit. Its treasury would be 
full. 

Before we can invite the world to our 
city and feel proud of it, we must spend 
$10,000,000 or more. This would give «-s man 
improvements. : 

We should complete the City Hall, 

We should erect a city hospital. 

We should complete our sewer system and. 
make it a qnodel for the world. 

We should make our thoroughfares streets 
and boulevards in fact, as well as name. 

We should put our parks in the best pos- 
sible condition. 

The sanitary condition of the city should 
be without a flaw. 

We should repair the courthouse and 
make it worthy of the World's, Fair City. 

We should either repair or rebuild the 
Four Courts—the home of our pollee de- 
partment, some of our most important 
courts and the meeting place of the grand- 
jury, as well as the site of the City Jall— 
for this famous building is one that the 
world will inspect. 

We should protect the lives of our own 
citizens and of our countless visitors by 
abolishing grade crossings, as far as steam 
railroads are concerned. To do this it 
would be necessary to repair or recon- 
struct the Twelfth and Fourteenth street 
nee one to build several others, Includ- 


ing, probably, a bridge over every street 
crossed by railroad tracks between Twelfth 
and Eighteenth streets. 

To do all this would require a great 
amount of money—$10,000,000 at least. The 
question is: ‘“‘From whence will it come?”

THE NORTH AND SOUTH ENDS.

HE third bridge, soon to be built, its 
gS one of the things that will figurv 
largely in the New St. Louis, It will 
cuunect the east side of the Mississippi 
river with the west shore. The city of St. 
Louis should build and own a free bridge, 
and thereby relieve our merchants and 
manufacturers’ from the exorbitant bridge 
arbitrary which now exists. The more 
manufactories we can encourage and locate 
in North St. Louis the better for the com- 
munity, since the greater part of the pay- 
rolls of our factories is spent and distrib- 
uted in North St. Louls, in part it goes to 
the grocer, butcher, baxer and landlord. 

Very important to the making of a new 
North St. Louis is the permanent improve- 
ment of its streets, which should be con- 
structed of asphaltum or vitrified bricks, 
When it Is decided to improve a street the 
beginning should be made at a cross street 
already improved and the construction 
should be continued straightaway, instead 
of improving sections here and there. In 
this way our improved streets can be more 
readily kept clean, as the dirt and mud 
will not be carted upon them from ad- 
joining unimproved streets or unimproved 
sections of the same strcet. 

Of course these iimprovements will mean 
an outlay of considerable money and it has 
come to be realized that the only way these 
funds can be raised is by increased taxua- 
tion. The taxpayer would, however, be more 
than amply repaid by the increase in the 
value of his property. It would also indnee 
the erection of buildings and encourage the 
working men of the district to reside on 
such improved streets Instead of living ‘n 
far off districis of the city. 

The construction of a grand boulevard 
say 150 feet wide, from the Chain of Rocke 
to the southern limits of the city, along 
King’s highway, would make a driveway 18 
miles long and connect O'Fallon Park, 
Forest Park, Shaw's Garden, Tower Grove 
and Carondelet parks.

EFORMS in administration are essen- 
R tial, but they cannot remedy all the 
existing difficulties. To have @ New 
St. Louis we must have 4 municipal rev- 
enue sufficient for our municipal needs and 
the means provided for essential public im- 
provements. This can only be effected by 
the immediate adoption of charter amend- 
ments, and also through the constitutional 
amendments at the general election in No- 
vember, 1902. 

The city is now levying the maximum rate 
allowed by the constitution for revenue pur- 
poses. The vote at the last election au- 
thorizing a further appropriation for libra- 
ry purposes will really reduce the city’s rev- 
enue, as the increased library tax must 
come out of the revenue tax of one dollar 
on the hundred dollars allowed by the con- 
stitution for city purposes. 

The city charter authorizes the taxing 
and licensing of different classes of busi- 
ness and employments, and additional rev- 
enue could doubtless be raised from this 
form of taxation, the only constitutional 
restriction being that it should be uniform 
upon all of the same Class. But this license 
taxation is not popular even at the present 
rates, and it is very questionable whether 
public opinion would support any material 
increase of license taxation. 

The revenue will, of course, be 
creased each year, through the increase in 
valuations and through the taxation of 
franchise values under the act of the last 
General Assembly, but it is safe to say 
that the increase {n municipal wants in- 
cident to the growth of the city will ab- 
sorb any such increase. The city is com- 
pelled to face a municipal deficit when it is 
preparing for a World's Fair. 

The only complete and adequate remedy 
for our ills is, as I pointed out in a com- 
munication to the Post-Dispatch In No- 
vember last, through a constitutional con- 
vention. But the Jast General Assembly 
refused to call one, so that remedy is 
not available. The General Assembly, 
however, authorized the submission of con- 
stitutional amendments to permit the re- 
vision of the city charter, the issuance of 
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as rapidly as possible all the streets of the 
city should be paved, charging the cost to 
the abutting property. We can never hope 
for clean strets until all the streets are 
paved, for it will always be true that the 
dirt from the unpaved streets will be 
brought onto the paved streets, and thus 
make it impossible to keep the streets as 
all of us wish that they were kept. 

The charter amendments should provide 
two things: First, that the payment of the 
special tax for street improvements should 
run through a sufficiently long period not 
to make it a burden upon property-hold- 
ers; and second, that the tax for the im- 
provement of cross streets should extend 
back one-half way in the block, thus work- 
ing-no injustice to a property holder on 
the corner who has 2 feet on a street 
east and west and 150 feet on a cross 
street. 

I think aiso that the charter amendment 
ought to waive the 25 per cent valuation 
which is now the law. 

I think the next+use of public funds 
should be the speedy building of a thor- 
oughly up-to-date City Hospital, Female 
Hospital and Hospital for Incurables. 
Suitable additions to our Insane Asylum 
and Poorhouse should be made. A filtra- 
tion plant and possibly a city lighting plant 
should be established. I feel that when 
these things are done, St. Louis will be 
in a position to receive the world, and 
have its visitors go home impressed with 
the metropolis of the West. 

We can enforce the ordinance requiring 
signs and sidewalk obstructions to be re- 
moved. This will add very materially to 
the appearance of the streets. Then we 
can enforce the ordinance as to having 
sidewalks swept.by 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, thus giving an attractive appearance 
to them at the beginning of the day, and 
also the ordinance against throwing waste 
paper and litter on the sidewalks. These 
thirgs can be done without any cxpense, 
and will be a very evident improvement. 

Next we can pare the payroll, eliminat- 
ing unnecessary Officials; save the expense 
of many®inspectors by having the police 
do the inspecting; run the license depart- 
ment in the interest of revenue, collect the 
fines imposed by the police jusfices and 
other courts, and in other ways raise egev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars of increased 
public revenue. Out of this increased 
revenue we can once more begin the 
block patrol street cleaning in the 
down-town and most frequented § dis- 
tricts of the city. Of course’ there 
will not be revenue enough to do all 
that we would like in the matter of street 
cleaning, but enough can be done to show 


bonds to the amount of $7,000,000 for public 


improvements, and an increased tax for 
city purposes equal to the county tax 
which we would be authorized to levy if 
we had a county organization. This will 
give an additional municipal revenue of 
% cents on the $100. But these amend- 
ments will not be voted upon by the peo- 
ple until November, 1902. 

The constitutional amendment proposed 
by Mr. Clay, separating the sources of 
state and municipal revenue, would have 
been a great relief to St. Louls, as we now 
are compel! to pay our state tax upon a@ 
valuation much higher than that in the 
state outside of St. Louis; but this amend- 
ment,* though “passed by the House, was 
“held up” in the Senate committee, and so 
the people cannot vote upon it in 1902. 


Thus we cannot have any relief from con- 
gtitutional amendments until after the elec- 
tion in November, 1902, and whether we 
have any relief then or not is dependent 
upon whether the people adopt these 
amendments. Meanwhile, however, we can 
have the remedy of amendments to our city 
charter, and such amendments can be ef- 
fected by a three-fifths vote at a special 
election, the amendments being submitted 
by the Municipal Assembly upon 60 days’ 
notice. The charter amendments must, of 
course, be consistent with the state con- 
stitution, but it happens that the taxing 
power of St, Louls under the charter is not 
given to the Municipal Assembly to the full 
extent of the constitutional grant. Thus 
the Municipal Assembly has no authority 
under the charter to levy a polltax for 
street purposes, yet this is done in the 
other cities of the state. Neither is there 
any provision in the city charter for an in- 
creased tax for the erection of public 
buildings on a two-thirds vote of the peo- 
ple approving the rate and purpose of the 
increase. Such a tax would enable the city 
of St. Louls to erect a new hospital and 
finish the City Hall as soon as the people 
voted the tax therefor. The difficulty in 
the way of sewer construction in our west- 
ern district can be remedied by authoriz- 
ing the construction of sewers, which now 
must be paid out of the general revenues, 
by payment from the assessments upon the

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Results of a Government Study of 
Poisonous Plants Found on 
the Range.

N the western cattle country the word 
| ‘locoed”’ is frequently used to denote 

an unbalanced mental condition. Where 

say that a man was 
“off his base’’ or had 
“slipped his trolley,’ the strenuous livers 
on the sheep ranges say he is “plum 
locoed."" Vice-President Roosevelt knows 
the expression well. 
For the department of agriculture Mr. V. 
K. Chesnut, assistant in charge of the in- 
vestigation of poisonous plants, and Dr. E. 
VY. Wilcox, assistant in charge of the office 
of experiment stations, have prepared a re- 
port in which they throw much light on the 
origin of this expressive bit of western 
slang.

The white loco weed is a common and 
widely distributed plant in Montana, being 
especially abundant on slopes with a north- 
ern exposure. It has long been considered 
by Montana stockmen as the most impor- 
tant loco weed. 
Our observations show that eating this 
plant produces the loco disease, and that 
the loco habit is common in sheep and 
horses, but rare in cattle. Fatal effects were 
noted in one acute and several chronic 
cases in sheep. 
Narcotic effects were produced in a rabbit 
by feeding an extract of the leaves. 
The present state of knowledge concern- 
ing the exact physiological effect of loco 
weed is so vague that no specific antidote 
or medical treatment can be recommended. 
Locoed sheep should be removed from the 
band and fattened for market on alfalfa or 
other forage plants, as above explained. 
The immediate isolation of locoed sheep 
is advisable in order to prevent the habit 
from spreading in the band. 
It seems desirable to give sheep a regular 
and abundant supply of salt in order to 
prevent the development of any perversion 
of the appetite. 
Locoed ‘horses are used to the best ad- 
vantage as draft animals, but they must 
be maintained in good condition and pre- 
vented from eating loco weeds. 
An erect, tufted perennial, 4 to 18 inches 
high, without branches, with pinnate leaves 
and narrow leaflets and spikes of white or 
slightly cream-colored flowers resembling 
those of the pea. The pod is one-celled and 
when ripe the seed produces a rattling 
sound, which gives the plant the name rat- 
tleweed. It is exceedingly common through- 
out the state, but grows most abundantly 
on the northern slopes of foothills and 
mountains up to an altitude of about 8000 
feet. While it grows freely on nearly all the 
important ranges of the state, it is most 
abundant in Judith Basin, the Musselshell 
country, and the Yellowstone valley. The 
situations in which it grows are for the 
most part rather dry, and in many cases 
it is found quite abundantly on dry prairie 
ranges. The habitat of the plant seems to 
vary slightly in different parts of the state. 
In the Judith Basin and in the’ 
country it does not grow ple : 
level prairie, while in these » 
the foothills are so completely 
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administration, and incline them, when 
the time comes, to provide, by the issue of 
bonds, ett., a sufficient revenue to extend 
the cleaning of streets, which, in my judg- 
ment, will be a blessing most appreciated 
by all citizens. 

We can also, forthwith, by ordinance, 
abate the smoke nuisance. and in this way 
clarify the air and diminish the destruc- 
tion of furniture and health incident to the 
smoke. I recognize that the amount of 
increased revenue available with the strict- 
est economy is much less than some en- 
thusiasts have imagined, and yet I believe 
it is sufficient, in the simple way suggest- 
ed, to make it very evident that much can 
be done that has been left undone. 


MORE 
PUBLIC SPIRIT.

They are absolutely essential to the holding 
of a fair of such a character as will not 
disgrace the city. Far and away the most 
important of these fs smoke abatement. It 
is the greatest of all the city’s disadvan- 
tages. It injures our health, prejudices 
every stranger against us, destroys millions 
of dollars’ worth of goods every year and 
makes anything like purification of the city 
an impossibility. 

2. The city’s political needs are numer- 
ous and important. Among the most im- 
mediate are charter amendments, legisla- 
tion to secure which is now pending, which 
will enable the city to increase its bonded 
debt by about $11,000,000 This sum should, 
of course, be used in making adequate the 
city’s public bulldings, contributing the 
city’s share to the reconstruction of streets, 
the establishment of news parks, etc. 

Another and most important thing is the 
change of the present election law. Amend- 
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improved it, yet it is still open to criticism 
and should be made to conform in every 
substantial particular-to the law of 189. As 
the law now stands in the public mind it is 
a bad law and the public should be made 
to féel that all election laws are absolutely 
fair as far as it is possible for them to be 
under our party system.” Hence it is of the 
gravest importance that new St. Louis 
should start out upon its career with a law 
in which every partisan element is so far 
as possible eliminated. 

Again, the police law should be changed 
or so administered as to reduce the present 
heavy charge which it. entails upon the 
community. I do not say that the force is 
too large; it is not large enougn to meet the 
needs of a great city, but it is larger than 
we can afford, and there is no question that 
it might be reduced with safety so far as 
keeping the peace is concerned, and thus its 
cost be more fairly adjusted to the city’s 
income, 

The changes suggested in these two meas- 
ures the police and the election laW should 
receive the support of all good citizens ir- 
respective of party. No community can 
carry such a handicap as an election law 
in which many of the people have lost con- 
fidence, and a police department costing out 
of all proportion to its value in relation to 
other city needs. 

3. Community needs. Great as the po- 
litical and physical needs of the city are 
they are not comparable to the one great, 
paramount necessity of the creation and 
maintenance of a community spirit, a spirit 
which makes every citizen willing to sacri- 
fice something of personal comfort and 
means for the public good; a spirit which 
makes possible that kind of united effort 
without which a city is a mere aggregation 
of warring cliques, and with which it is 
an irresistible unit for progress. Old St. 
Louls was unfortunate in not having this 
spirit. It.has been rent and torn by dis- 
sentient cliques and many an opportunity 
has been lost by reason of this unfortunate 
fact. 

This is the time of all others for us to 
“get together.’’ We are about to celebrate 
the greatest exposition the world has ever 
seen. It will require the united effort of 
every man, woman and child in St. Louis 
to make it a success. It offers the greatest 
opportunity. in our history for us to make 
a beginning in this direction. I say this 
is the most important of all needs, because 
once that spirit takes hold of the commu- 
nity, physical, political and all other mu- 
nicipal needs and necessities are supplied 
as-by the wand of the enchanter. It ts the 
great dynamic force which utilizes every 
resource and every opportunity, and which 
will more nearly than any other one thing 


which should be “nothing impossible.” 
When once that spirit takes hold of this 
community, when once we awake from the 
lethargy of the past where we have en- 
dured all, suffered all and striven together 
not at all, when.once as a community we 
make up our minds that only the best of 
everything is good enough for us, then and 
not till then shall we have the best, and 
then and not till then shall we rank in the 
eyes of the world as we should rank, as 
one of the greatest and mos® progressive 
cities on the face of the earth. .

# FAIR PLAN & 


RTHUR L, ZELLER of 7204 Pennsy!l- 
A vania avenue, a draughtsman for the 

Board of Public. Improvements, has 
a comprehensive plan for the St. Louis 
World’s. Fair, which he has outlined for 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch in the follow- 
ing words:

Y¥-plan is to locate the Louisiana 
M Purchase Exposition on the Mis- 
4 sissippi River, with some of the 
finest buildings overlooking Chouteau’s 
Bluff, by many people considered one of the 
finest natural views in Missouri. 

This site would include Carondelet Park, 
the most scenic spot in St. Louis. 

It would have a frontage of 1400 feet on 
the river, with the following boundaries: 
I’rom Loughborough avenue, (6900 south), 
the southern boundary of Carondelet Park, 
up Ninth street to Fillmore street; 6000 
south), and east to the river; from the 
up Ninth street to Fillmore street, (6000 
Morganford road, (4300 west), and from 
there south to Loughborough avenue. 

This site has many advantages. In the 
first place Chouteau Bluff is one of the 
city’s earliest historic spots. It rises 
abruptly from the river and affords an en- 
chanting view of the Mississippi, both up 
and down, and of the hills of Illinois, sev- 
eral miles distant. The water in front of 
this bluff is said to be the deepest tn the 
course of the Mississippi. St. Louls has no 
riverside park. There is no place acces- 
sible to the public where the men, women 
and children of St. Louls—many of whom 
never saw it—can become acquainted with

loco weed is met with more extensively on 
the high prairie ranges. Attention has al- 
ready been called to the fact that as a gen- 
eral rule native ranges are freer from 
polsonous plants the farther one goes away 
from the mountains. This statement is also 
true of the white loco weed, which seldom 
occurs abundantly on any prairie range in 
Montana at a distance of 20 miles from the 
mountaina. 

The symptoms of poisoning from this 
plant were most closely studied in sheep. 
The anim ifested signs of severe 
pain very qt y after the appearance of 
In sheep the first sign 
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of poisoning was usually an attempt on the 
part of the sheep to run away from the 
band or to run in any direction in which it 
happened to get started. There were also 
manifestations of great cerebral frenzy, ac- 
companied by involuntary muscular move- 
ments which resembled to some extent the 
movements of animals when suffering from 
colle. The respiration was labored and 
somewhat irregular, the pulee was wiry and 
intermitent, It is, however, a difficult mat- 
ter in most cases to make reliable observa- 
tions on this point, for the reason that an 
attempt to manipulate the animal always 
results in increasing the mental excitement 
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and the violence of the muscular spasms. 
These spasms rapidly become more and 
more severe as the cerebral excitement in- 
creases until the animal appears to be in 
an unconscious condition and dies in the 
most violent spasmg. In some cases of cat- 
tle poisoned by this plant the victims died 
within fifteen minutes after the first signs 
of poisoning had appeared. In other cases 
among both sheep ‘and cattle where the nrst 
symptoms succeeded one another less rapia- 
ly the animal lived for two or three hours, 
dying finally from exhaustion, apparentiy 
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ths greatest river in the world. This site 
affords an opportunity to give St. Louis a 
permanent public riverside park, for the 
city would own it after the fair. 

It would also afford the city an oppor- 
tunity to establish a permanent museum, 
38s well as a permanent Zoological garden, 
which could easily be made the largest in 
the United States, for this reason: 

A leading feature of the World's Fair 
could be made a mammoth menagerie, cov- 
ering from five to seven acres, properly 
enclosed. In this menagerie could be dis- 
played one or more of the most striking 
birds and animals in the world, all sep- 
arated from other strange birds and anl- 
mals, and each surrounded by a partial 
reproduction of the forests in which they 
live. This feature could easily be trans- 
formed into a zoological garden after the 
close of the. exposition. 

I would suggest a reproduction, on a 
scale of considerable magnificence, of the 
seven ancient wonders of the world, name- 
ly, the Colossus of Rhodes, the walls and 
hanging gardens of Babylon, the great 
pyramid, the statue of Jupiter Ammon, the 
Pharos at Alexandria, the statue of Diana 
at Wphesus and the sepulcher of -King 
Mausolus, erected by Queen Artemisia. 

Most important of all would be. the 
groupings of the buildings. My plan is to 
reproduce the United States in miniature, 
the states to be allotted adjoining spaces 
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of one acre or more each, the exact 
tive locations to be preserved, just as they 
appear on the map. Thus, Maine would 
be the most eastern state and California 
the most western, Florida the farthest

I do not pretend to outline the h 
of minor features 6f the World's Fair, but 
for a site I do not believe that an 
St. Louls or near it can be found to 
pass the one here outlined. 


HE St. Louis home of H. wiay Plerce, 
T at 49 Vandeventer place, is equipped 
with one of the most wonderful heat- 
ing and cooling plants in the West. 
By a simple and comparatively inexpen- 
sive plan Mr. Pierce heats his home in win- 
ter and cools it in summer. The house Is 
provided with an indirect system for hot 
watcr heating. This consists of a furnace 
and boiler, from which hot water is fed to 
hot water radiators, located in ducts in thé 
walls, over which the air to be heated &% 
led, and then forced into the rooms. 

In-the summer cold water is applied to 
these radiators, instead of hot water. This 
water is cooled in an open air cooler by 
means of a small, three-ton refrigerating 
machine. The temperature of this water is 
only 60 degrees Fahrenheit, this compara- 
tively high temperature being selected to 
‘avoid the difficulties of condensation and 
freezing. The air is blown over these radia- 
tors and into the rooms by means of small 
electric fans located in the ducts. * 

The refrigerating machine also furnishes 
the household with the equivalent of ice. It 
refrigerates the kitchen ice boxes and pan- 
tries. The only additional expense incurred 
in the air cooling plant was for the cooler, 
the rotary electric pump to force the coid 
water through the radiator coils, and the 
electric fan used to blow the air over the 
colls and through the ducts. 

With this outfit Mr. Pierce finds it pos- 
sible in the warmest weather to cool the 
air in his home to 70 degrees, a temperature 
insuring comfort to the occupants. This is 
accomplished without complicating matters

feet every ten hours, about a sixth part of

Dr. Louls Bell, an inventor of telephone 
improvements, is, it is said, the inventor of 
a unique system of house refrigeration. His 
scheme is to cool air by forcing it through 
ducts, made in a special) manner, over 
which water is constantly}. ad in « 
thin film. The evaporation of this water by 


the heated air inside the duct will abstract — 


the heat of the latter, causing it, on exit 
from the long spiral duct, to have a 
comfortable temperature. ) 
Another scheme is promoted by @ comi- 
pany formed for the purpose. They recom- 
mend the use of hollow tubular cans of ice, 
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These cans are hermetically sealed and 


would be delivered every morning, just as 
the daily supply of ice is, and, being sealed 
up and protected from the atmosphere, the 
ice will last, they claim, much longer than 
under ordinary circumstances. Then, by op- 
erating electric fans behind such cans, and 
causing the warm alr to pass through and 
over the surface, the air would be cooled 
sufficiently to admit of the artifietal cooling 
of theaters, public halls, rooms or similar 
places. The air, they claim, would be fresh, 
cool and dry.

Landscape gardening, 
in itself, one of the most useful too's 
through which such a wish can be made 
operative, and its first application Hes in 
the hands of every property owner. If, 
except in the business streets, every house- 
holder would at once set a row of Caro'ina 
poplar, soft maple or sycamore trees 15 
feet apart between the sidewalk and curb 
in front of his lot, those on a given block, 
or, if possible, street, selecting the same 
kind of tree; if in setting the trees he 
would put in a cubic yard of good soil for 
each one where necessary, and see that 
it had plenty of water through the seagon 
and was wrapped with wire netting to keep 
horses from getting at the bark, and, ihe 
first year, with heavy paper to prevent the 
sun from ‘“scalding’’ the south and west 
sides of the trunk, and if he could and 
would intrust pruning to sensible men and 
learn to dread the professional pruner, 
whose idea of good work is to “pollard” 
the large limbs every few years and do 
nothing between times, we should find, when 
the World's Fair year comes round, that 
the 8-foot trees planted had doubled their 
height and were already casting a grateful 
shade over the glaring granitoid walks, 
while every succeeding year would add 
to the beauty of streets that are now mo- 
notonousiy unattractive, notwithstanding 
that what we call home is on them. 

Undoubtedly there are handsomer trees 
than the three named, but these are rapid- 
Krowing and have greater power of resist- 
ance to dust and smoke than most trees. 
With the abatement of these nuisances the 
trees planted may spread sufficiently to in- 
terlock their branches, and then alternate 
ivees should be removed—but by that time 
#«. Louls will probably have followed the 
example of several eastern cities in intrust- 
ing the care of all of its street trees to 
& competent municipal officer, who alone 
will have power to prune or remove them 

The proposition is a simple one—plant 
at once, with well-grown hursery stock, 
mix to ten feet high, using a single kind 
of tree for a sufiicient distance to con- 
stitute a handsome avenue when it is de- 
veloped; give good soil, water and pro- 
tection against the sun and horses, and 
above all prune when necessary instead of 
mutilating the trees. All of this involves 
little expense, and one public-spirited cit- 
izen on each block should be able to win 
his, neighbors’ consent and co-operation 
for the beautification of the whole block;

LWiAT do [ think the “new St. 
Louis™’ should be? Up to date in all 
respects? 

In what should it differ 
Louis? In everything. 

What is the matter with St. Louis? Its 
government is poor and there is a lack of 
civic pride or public spirit in the so-called 
upper classes. 

What Is the greatest need? A new 
gration from the north and east? 

How can that need filled? By giving 
a Better opporunity to the younger and bet- 
ter equipped element of the community. 

Where is the money to come from? From 
the pockets of the people who are must 
benefitted. 

These are the general questicns put by the 
Post-Dispatch. I have given generai an- 
swers Now I am asked what from an 
architect's standpoint should be done to 
make a new St. I.ouis. In reply | offer the 
following sug sestions:

chinery for running the building, coal space 
and rooms rented for storage ptirposes. The 
walls will be dry. All the floors will be of 
concrete and tiling. Big electric fans will 
set the air in constant motion, so that it 
will be renewed oftener than in the offices 
above ground. Elevators for the basement 
will run with the regularity af elevators 
for the roof. 

It will be “down four” or “down two or 
three,’ Instead of up. 

Apparently about two weeks or a month's 
work has been done. Not a stick or a stone 
is raised above ground. Yet the work has 
been pushed for one year. In: the neigh. 
borhood of $500,000 will represént the ex- 
pense of the underground work. 


The structure forma the third annex of 
the Mutual Life building. On ong side of the 
lot and extending partly alone a second 
side are the walis of the old Mutual Life 
building. On the east is the Stokes build- 
ing. Both of these rest on quicksand. The 
second annex of the Mutual Life is 18 
stories high. Refore the foundations could 


Mutual Life building on Cedar street. This 
is 160 feet high, and weighs 2500 tons. 

There was only one way to make it se- 
cure. That was to set the wall on a founda- 
tion running to bed rock... Five longitudinal 
cuts were made in this thick brick wall and 
five steel beams were set into these cuts. 
The beams were inserted nine feet above 
the bottom of the wall, the lower ends rest- 
ing on the earth foundation. This formed 
a temporary support. Between these steel 
beams nearly all the brick wall was cut 
away. In the spaces eight caissons three 
feet in diameter were set. These cylinders 
were forced down by pressure from above 
until they rested on bed rock. The caissons 
were of cast tron and made in sections. As 
one section was forced down it was riveted 
to the next section, and so on to the top 
At the bottom of each caisson burrowed a 
“sand hog.” 

A “sand hog” is a man who worka in the 
cylinder removing the sand, earth, rocx, 
ete., ahead of the cutting edge of the cyi 
inder. So all che resistance that the caisson 
encounters as it goes down is the friction 
at the sides. Even this friction Is only ovecr- 
come by a tremendous weight above. 


All the quicksand thus excavated, and 
also in the 3 large caissons sunk after- 


ward, was dipped up with sugar scoops. 
was shoveled into canvas bags 7x12 inchcs 
in size, and these were drawn up by pulleys 
Water level was reached at 20 feet, and aft- 
er that air was pumped down into the cyl- 
inders, the pressure increasing 434 pounds 
to the cubic inch for every foot the caisson 
descended to keep the water out. Every 
man below worked under an atmospheric 
pressure of 25 pounds to the square inch all 
over his body. 

Finally, when all the eight caissons were 
sunk under the old wall, they were filled 
solidly with concrete. On top of these steel 
plates and beams were laid and on tne 
beams the five upright steel supports which 
had been set into the wall were brought to 
rest. This set the wall of the old Mutual 
Life building on a bed-rock foundation 
Practically the same thing was done for the 
other walls. These walls are 18 stories nigh 
and weigh 2750 tons. The National Safe De- 
posit Co. has its vaults in one building. 
Here Wall street locks its wealth over 
night. If the foundation under them had 
sunk one thirty-second of an inch it woud 
have ruined the locks. This would have 
bound up the doors and Wall street's secur- 
ities would have been out of reach for daya. 

Then came the task of laying a foundation 
on solid gneiss for the new Mutual Life, 
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Thirty rectangular cast-iron caissons of struction would only permit one floor be- a series of small caissons three feet in a. 


about 7x18 feet were sunk, inclosing the en- 
tire lot. They were then filled with con- 
crete. It was impossible to set these cais- 
sons together in an air-tight wall. A few 
inches of space was left between them. 
To fill this a smal! six-inch steel cylinder 
was driven down in the space by a spray 
of water driven by hydraulic pressure 
washing out the obstructions. In fifteen 
minutes the cylinder was driven the entire 
distance. 

Next small pellets of red Jersey clay were 
dropped into this cylinder and hammered 
down between the caisson walls. The six- 
inch cylinder was raised a few inches from 
the bottom and more clay pellets thrown in 
and rammed down. Finally the whole cy!- 
inder had been removed, inch by inch, and 
the space between the caissons cemented 
with waterproof clay.

HEN plcnning the new extension of

York city, it was found that ordinary con- 


low the street level, owing to the street 
being so close to the surface of standing 
water, and this floor would not even ac- 
commodate properly the engines and other 
machinery required to run the building. 

To make two or three floors below the 
street would necessitate resting the cellar 
floor on quicksand with an enormous hy- 
draulic’ pressure always tending to lift the 
floor: It was therefore decided to take the 
bull by the horns and put in four floors of 
cellars, resting the bottom floor (four f 
of concrete) on solid hardpan. 

To accomplish this it was necessary to 
sink a series of caissons eight feet wide 
by about 18 feet long, inclosing the entire 
lot of about 16,000 square feet, and then to 
fill the spaces between these caissons, 
making a continuous wall around the lot 
eight feet thick and extending from the 
water surface down from @ to 8 feet or 
about 100 feet below the highest curb. 

As the four surrounding buildings of six, 
ning twelve and eighteen stories respect- 
ively were resting on concrete foundation 
on thg quicksand, at or above the surface 
of the standing water, it was necessary to 
put a new foundation under 
beforegsinking caissons @ to

HIRTEEN American scientists who 
{8 have traveled 9000 miles to view the 

total eclipse of the sun on May 17 
have arrived at this port. The party is 
under command of Prof. A. N. Skinner of 
the United States Naval Observatory. It 
includes six astronomers and assistants 
from the naval observatory and seven 
scientists from other Institutions who will 
assist in the astrophysical work. 

All of the members of the party were in 
good spirits when thev reached this port 
on the Alava. They traveled from Ban 
Francisco to Manila on the army transport 
Sheridan. 

The visit of the scientists with their 
strange instruments caused a great com- 
motion in Padang. Though this is the 
largest commercial port in the East Indian 
archipelago the people have devoted them- 
selves rather to material pursuits than to 
the cultivation of scientific knowledge. The 
ancestors of many citizens of Padang were 
savages 100 years ago and the taint of 
primitive superstition has not been entire- 
ly leavened out of their natures. 

The coolies especially were wary about 
handling the queerly constructed telescopes 
and cameras and it semed for a time that 
the observers would be seriously handl- 
capped by lack of assistance on the part 
of the natives. 

In the party with Prof. Skinner are: Prof. 
EB. ©. Barnard, Yerkes Observatory; F. B. 
little, W. & BExchielberger, Paul A. Dra- 
per, L. EB. Jewell and C. H. Peters of the 
United States Naval Observatory; 8. A. 
Mitchell, Columbia University; H. D. Cur- 
tis, Walter Dinwiddie and W. J. Hum- 

phreys, University of Virginia; C. G. Ab- 
bot, Smithsonian Institution, and W. J. 
Hussey, Lick Observatory. 

The delicate instruments were safely 
landed and have been repacked with the 
greatest care for the trip to Solok in the 
Padang highlands, where the observations 
wil be made. 

This trip will be made by way of a 


cogged railway of much the same type as 
the one which travels to the top of Pike's 


Peak. The road leads dver the Barison 
Mountains to a point 30 railles southeast of 
Padang. : 

At Solok the duration of totality will be 
5 minutes and 61 seconds 

This will give a better. opportunity for 
observation than at any previous total 
eclipse in modern times. | 

Several of the American observers will 
be stationed on other mountain peaks near- 
er the center of totality, but because of the 
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difficulties of travel and the danger of dis- . 


turbing the adjustment o? the delicate in- 
struments the major portion of the expe- 
dition will remain at Sol>k. 

The expedition is the jargest and best 
equipped that has ever traveled sO great 
a distance to observe an eclipse. The at- 
mosphere on the island is remarkably clear 
and at the altitude at witch the members 
of the party will work cofditions ought to 
be favorable for many observations hith- 
erto unrecorded. 

The party's equipment is superb. 

It will be enabled to obtain the largest 
photograps ever made of: a total eclipse. 
The apparatus for makirtg these pictures 
consists of a coelostat fitted with a six- 
inch lens. The lens will have a focal 


lenath of 61% feet. 

This lens will cover 
inches. 

The coeclostat is.an instrament which will 
insure the passage of the sun's light 
through the lens of the camera through- 
out the entire time during which the ex- 
posure is being made. Ft is fitted with 
clock work which will be connected with 
a plane mirror 15 feet im diameter. The 
camera proper will in red@lity be a frame 
house % feet long and 45 feet wide. It will 
be so constructed that not a ray of light 
can enter it. 

The photographer will be inside the cam- 
era. There will be sufficient room for him 
to stand near the side wail while the pic- 
ture is being made. In lace of the or- 
dinary plate holder slide there will be in 
front of the plate a roller curtain which 
may be released like the ordinary auto- 
matic window shade. 

Before the eclipse is tota’ the mirror Will 
be turned so that the rays from the sun 
will be reflected through the camera 
lens. The clock work will then be 
started, moving the mirror in an opposite 
direction from the motion: of the earth. 

Thus the rays of the sin will be kept 
turned on the lens.

At the moment of totality the man insiae 
the camera will release the curtain and ex- 
pose the plate. 

On account of the long focus of the lens 
and the use of the mirror a longer expos- 
ure will.be necessary than is usual in tak- 
ing ordinary telescopic photographs. 

The 40-inch plate will be given an ex- 
posure of 150 seconds. This, the observers 
now here say, will insure the bringing out 
of every detail of the conformation of the 
sun's corona. 

The large plate will cover an area of 
1% degrees around the sun. Prof. DB. E. 
Barnard of Yerkes Observatory says that 
if there is a planet between Mercury and 
the sun the photographs made on this plate 
should show it. 


Tt is also hoped that with the increased 
facilities at the hands of these American 
scientists the exact nature of the sun's 
corona may be determined. The photo- 
graphs will be taken with a special view to 
finding out whether the corona revolves 
with the sun or is indevendent of the cen- 
tral body. 


Principal interest in the expedition among 
the better classes of citizens centers in the 
possibility that these observations may re- 
sult in the location of a permanent oberv- 
atory in this province.

These horses were shipjted across Long 
Island Sound on April 22 to Morris Park, 
and will remain there for the spring meet- 
ing.

M:. Whitney has four horse establish- 
ments. The first and most extensive of these 
is at Roslyn.

This contains 75 acres, has many spacious 
barns, an excellent training track, and a 
beautiful house. where the miliionaire own- 
er entertains his friends during the racing 
season. This is the home of the Whitney 
horses during the Coney Island, Gravipend 
and Brighton Beach meetings. 

At Aiken, 8. C., the wealthy turfman 
Owns a big country estate, where he spends 
the greater part of his winters, and here he 
annually sends a certain number of thor- 
oughbreds for the cold sesson. 

Mr. Whitney's breeding establishment, La

all; as a result he is one of the greaiest 
successes of today in the world, and to-

Mr. Whitney was graduated from Yale 
in the early 60s with ordinary honors, 
after which he drifted into law because 
he didn’t know what else to do.

THE GOVERNMENT WILL BLOW UP A DAM 


Y orders of the war department the 
great raft at the mouth of the Colo- 
rado river in Texas, which has been 

formed by the driftwood brought down the 
stream during the last half century, will 
probably be blown up by dynamite within 
the present year. 

This raft is one of the wonders of south 
Texas. Started by some giant oaks and cot- 
tonwoods getting jammed in one of the 
many crooks or bends of the river in the 
early days of Texas, it has grown year by 
year, until now it extends nearly 15 miles 
up from the mouth of the big stream, and 
is a menace to all the people living in the 
prairie country and in the bottoms in the 
the Colorado watershed south of Columbus. 

Perhaps nowhere in the world, unless it 
be the floating gardens of Mexico, is there 
any freak of nature’ s work like the raft in 
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Stables and track at Roslyg 
Garretson Place, Sheepshead Bay..

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the Colorado. For nearly 15 miles the raft 
is one mass of soil and timber, so solidly 
congested and so compactly held together 
that it bridges the stream. The soil that 
has accumulated on the raft is the alluvial 
deposit brought down by the spring fresh- 
ets. From this soil tall tree®—ceilars, oaks 
and cottonwoods—and the rankest kind of 
vegetation have grown. Practally speak- 
ing, the river has no visible outlet, as the 
raft so joins the sheres that the river seems 
to end at the northern limits of the great 
timber jam. 

For ten months in the year the raft !s not 
an inconvenience, but rather ‘a convenience, 
to the settlers in the lower portion of the 


county. During those ten months the river 


is low and the waters do not come up to the 
surface of the raft. At such times the raft 


is used as a natural bridge, men, horses 
and wagons being able to cross it in safety, 
but In spring, when the floods come from 
the upper country, the waters rise above 
the raft and spread out over the prairie, 
drowning out crops, killing stock and oc- 
casionally causing loss of human life. 

The engineers who have surveyed the raft 
say its removal or destruction will bea long 
and tedious operation. While most of the 
timbers forming the bed of the raft lie in 
horizontal positions, thousands upon thou- 
sands of trees, swirled by the force of the 
current, became imbedded in the river's bot- 
tom and now stand upright, affording sup- 
port to the other timbers. 
the soil on the raft is rather thin. Snakes 
abound. Most of them are harmless, being 
water snakes that make their homes in the 
rottirg timbers of the raft. 

It is the confident expectation of those 
who have studied the situation that with 
the removal of the raft much of the danger 
from floods will pass. With a clear, un- 
obstructed channel for the waters it is 
thought that the river will be able to ac- 
commodate all the volume that comes rush- 
ing dows fts tortuous course each spring.

Members of the American expeditions to 
Sumatra will make photographs of the 
eclipse on St. Louis plates 40 inches square. 

These plates will be used under the most 
favorable conditions possible. 

The results should startle the scientific 
world, 

The ordinary duration of a solar eclipse 
is less than two minutes. In Sumatra this 
year the eclipse will extend over six min- 
utes. This will give ample time to make 
photographs which are expected to deter- 
mine for all time the nature and construc- 
tion of the wonderfully beautiful but pro- 
foundly mysterious corona. 

The making of a plate 40 inches square 
presents many difficulties to the manufac- 
turer. It involves the careful handling of 
the most delicate materials known; sub- 
stances that would be dissipated by a moon- 
beam. 

It requires also the sustained strenuous 
efforts of men and women who earn their 
living In darkness. 

No ray of light may be permitted to pene- 
trate the Stygian precincts of a dry plate 
factory.

This 
was necessary on account of the long ex- 
posure which will be given for the purpose 
of bringing out every detail of the sun's 
corona, 

The required nature of these plates made 
it necessary for us to prepare a special 
emulsion, which, after many tests, the spe- 
clalists in our employ decided would be 
best adapted not only to the scientific re- 
quirements of the expedition, but also to 
the climatic conditions prevailing in Bu- 
matra at this season. 

While men are talking of the scientific 
work which will be done on the East Indlaa 
Isiand they should not forget the no less 
exact science which was applied in St. 
Louls to make the results of that work 
permanent.

To make these large plates extra precaue- 
tions had to be taken at every stage. First 
the glass was cut out of the finest plates 
in the establishment... The sections were 
passed through machine operated washing 
machines, which freed them of every @x- 
ternal impurity. Then the substance known 
as the substratum solution was placed on 
them. This creates the surface to which 
the gelatine film adheres when the plates 
are coated. 

When the plates had become dry they 
were taken into the coating room. In this 
apartment the men never see daylight dur- 
ing working hours A ray of white light 
might destroy hundreds of dollars’ worth 
of valuable material. The only Ulumination 


comes from lamps shielded by ruby colored — 


glass, like that used by photographers is 
their darkrooms.

This bed problem would be serious to any 
omiinary crowd of men gathered in a town, 
but in Reaumont it is not thought much 
of. for why should a man worry about 
where he is to sleep when during his wak- 
ing hours he may become rich by the turn 
of a hand. 

Northern people probably do not yet fully 
realize the magnitude of the oil fever that 
has its center and Inspiration at Beaumont. 
Men who have been through the Klondike 
gold fever and the Cripple Creek booms say 
neither of these compare to the excitement 
at Beaumont. 

Intil the last few days the men—and 
women. for some of the latter have come 
to Beaumont—have hailed from Texas and 
Louisiana chiefly. But the fever is spread- 
ing and men are coming now from every 
state in the Union, drawn by the magnet of 
fortune. 

As you near Beaumont the crowds on 
the trains grow and their excitement in- 
creases. Houston is one of the great gate- 
ways to the field of wealth and there you 
get your first taste of the real thing. Kv- 
ery train entering Houston from the West, 
North and South brings its quota of for- 
tune-hunters. The hotels are overrun and 
cots are at a premium. From Houston to 
Beaumont the distance is 8% miles and there 
is only one railroad, the Southern Pacific. 

Into the trains of this road pours the 
throng, morning and evening, until stand- 
ing room is a boon to be thankful for. 

Among the passengers every walk of life 
is represented. There are cowmen from 
west Texas, farmers from the black land 
country, rice growers from east Texas, 
merchants and clerks from the cities and 
towns, stock brokers and bankers from the 
North, capitalists, preachers, all going to 
see and get rich or richer at Beaumont. At 
each station along the road the crowd is 
augmented. 

It is a peculiar fact about these multl- 
tudes that are pouring into Beaumont that 
the criminal element is either not repre- 
sented or its representatives are careful 
not to betray themselves by attempting any 
tricks. Complaints of pocket picking are 
rare and this is found to be the case at 
Beaumont also. This fact is all the more 
strange when one knows that many of the 
men are carrying large sums of money in 
currency, for they have heard that oniy 
cash goes in Beaumont. 

As the train pulls into Beaumont the 
conductor gives the warning to look out 
for pickpockets at the station, but this ap- 
pears to come more from his sense of duty 
to his passengers than from any real dan- 
ge°. 

As you step from the train into the crowd 
on the platform you lose your identity. You 
may have been ever so prominent in your 
own community, but here you become sim- 
ply one of several thousand nervous, eager 
fortune hunters. You are to apply the 
golden rule “by doling as you are done.” 
Everybody expects it of you and you will 
gain nothing by dissembling. 

Men have slept in bathtubs at Beaumont 
and uttered a prayer of thanksgiving for 
the chance. A mattress on the floor with 
no covering is a luxury, while a cot and 
bed clothing are things to be thankful for 
the remainder of your days. 

Hundreds of men have slept on galleries 
in the open air—not a healthy thing to do 


at this season in east Texas—while hun- 
dreds more have walked the streets at night 


or found refuge on a pile of sawdust ata 
lumber mill. 


THE OIL FEVER. 


BEAUMONT by night is a quiet place. 
There is no revelry or, carousing. Vio- 
lence is unheard of. By 10 o'clock the 

seething mob that swirls and éddies about 
the streets and hotels has melted away and 
quiet reigns. The demand of the day are 
80 great that by night the fortune hunter 
is giad to seek repose. 

But Beaumont by day is another thing. 
Bix o'clock in the morning finds the busi- 
negs of making—or losing—money going on, 
and as the day progresses the excitement 
and activity increase. By noon the side- 
walks around the hotels are impassable. 

There are no scenes in the experience of 
the ordinary man to which a day in Beau-

lease, or by acquiring stock in companies 
that own land. Hence the speculative ex- 
clitement at Beaumont. 

The lengths to which this speculative 
fever has gone are unbelievable to the man 
who has not seen with his own eyes. 

Every day men are buying land at prices 
hundreds and thousands of times greater 
than they were three months ago, without 
seeing it, knowing its exact location or hav- 
ing an abstract of the title. This is done 
over and over again. The consideration al- 
ways is cash or its equivalent, either in 
checks or drafts. No time !s allowed the 
purchaser in which to pay. He must have 
the actual money in his pocket ready to 
turn over to the seller the moment the deal 
is consummated. Iie buys solely on the 
word of the seller, backed up by a blue- 
print map, showing the location of tho land 
and its relation to the ofl field. This map is 
on such a small scale that the deviation of 
a hair's breadth in locating the land on it 
means miles and the purchaser who thinks 
he has acquired land within a few hundred 
feet of a “‘gusher’’ may find that it is miles 
away. This misrepresentation ts not inten- 
tional on the part of the seller one case 
in ten. He has purchased under the same 
conditions and is merely selling as he 
bought. One case in poline will {llustrate: 

A man with a blue-print map stood on 
the curbstone offering for sale 500 acres of 
land for $40,000. It was so- many feet from 
this gusher and so many miles from the 
other. If these facts were true, the land 
was cheap. A listener stepped up and ac- 
costed the seller. 

“You say you want $40,000 for it,’’ he said. 
“Where is the land on the map?” 

The seller pointed it out. 

“Well, stranger,’’ said the 
purchaser, “I haven't got but $30,000; 
you take that?’ 

‘No,’ replied the seller. 

The man with $30,000 walked away, but in 
a& moment the seller had caught up with 
him. 

“I'll take $30,000,"" he sald, 
a sacrifice.”’ ’ 

“All right, let me see your abstract of 
title,”” said the buyer. 

“Abstract of title!'’ exclaimed the sellcr, 
“not on your life. I haven’t got time. If you 
want this land at $30,000, say so, and gimme 
the money. If you don't, I can sell it in 
five minutes to somebody else.”’ 

The money was paid over there and then. 

This may seem beyond the range of pos- 
sibility, but it is only one of many instances 
of the way business is being transacted in 
Beaumont. It is all the stranger because the 
man who bought looked like he might be a 
conservative business man under ordinary 
conditions. He simply had the fever and 
for the moment was beside himself. 

This is the method of nearly all the trans- 
actions in land that are carried on in the 
crowds on the streets and about the ho- 
tels. Of course many large deals are made 
after the most approved fashion, and with 
all possible safeguards thrown about them, 
but they are in the minority in number and 
probably in the aggregate amount involved. 
They are confined to corporations and pools 
formed for the purpose of actually develop- 
ing the field. 

The price of land jumps like the price 
of- wheat at the closing of a cornered 
option. Tomorrow land that is sell- 
ing for $250 an acre’ may rise to $500 or $1000. 
All the land around Beaumont before oil 
was found could have been purchased ut 
from $8 to $20 an acre. The top price paid 
Since is $125,000 for three acres.

He is nine 
out of ten a man who

ital, but with an abundance of energy 
and shrewdness. It has taken him about 
ten minutes to size up the situation. Then 
he has plunged into the maelstrom and by 
keeping his eyes and ears open has acqulred 
all the experience and knowledge necessary 
to the occupation he is about to pursue. He 
hears of a promising offer. He goes to the 
man who has the land and ascertains what 
commission he will pay. Then he goes out 
and offers the land for sale, to his friends, 
if he has any, and to strangers, if he has 
no friends. If he finds a purchaser before 
any of the others who are operating with 
the same piece of land, the reward is his. 
In this way a dozen men may be endeavor- 
ing to sell the same piece of land. These 
brokers are all making a living and some 
are making big money. 

The map vendor is another institution. 
He is usually a young fellow with leather 
lungs, and his business is to mingle in the 
crowds and sell maps, usually rough blue- 
prints, to those who want information 
about the fleld. His market is a sure one, 
because a map is considered a necessity to 
any who propose to invest tn land. These 
maps are on a small scale and show the oll 
field, the various subdivisions and tracts 
and their relation to the wells already 
“brought in.’’ They sell all the way from 
50 cents up to $2 or $3, and the vendor may 
make a good living out of them. 

But speculation is not confined to land. 
There are hundreds of companies in the 
field with stock for sale. The capitalization 
of these companies ranges from half a mil- 
lion to $5,000,000, and the shares sell at from 
10 cents to $100 each. In the case of one or 
two companies that have already found oll 
the stock is not on the market and cannot 
be purchased at any price. In the vast ma- 
jority of cases, the companies are entirely 
on paper and iin many instances they 
haven't begun to bore for oil. One company 
was formed, capitalized at a mililon and 
stocks sold without even a lease upon which 
to base an excuse for taking the money of 
investors. The company had a lease at the 
beginning, but through a misunderstanding 
lost it. What will be the result in this case 
is hard to tell, But this is an exception. 
There is some foundation for the balance 
of the companies, and many of them have 
wells under contract. 

Stock values are purely arbitrary and are 
not controlled by the demand. The pro- 
motere of most of the companies boost the 
stock to whatever price they choose by sim- 
ply deciaring it is worth so much, and as 
confidence in the field has not yet been as- 
salied in any way there is nothing to hinder 
them. In fact at the present stage of the 
boom Nn increase in the price of stock is

a recommendation for it. Stock deals are 
carried on like land deals, that is on the 
streets and in the hotel lobbies, and because 
less capital. is required it is a favorite form 
of speculation with the majority of those 
who come -to Beaumont. Indeed the man 
who leaves the town without at least a few 
shares is a rarity. 


The common salutation in Beaumont is: 
“What company are you in?” or “How 
many shares have you?" Men need no intro- 
duction to each other here. Oil furnishes 
the medium of conversation, and, in fact, 
men will talk to vou about nothing else.

Tt consumes the attention of everybody at 
all times. You go into a restaurant and at 
the table with you are men who transact 
business, maps and notebooks in hand, 
while they wait for their orders to be filled. 
The vast majority of the speculators do not 
patronize the regular restaurants, but 
dodge into bgnch stands, grab a sandwich 
and rush back to business. 


THE CENTER OF TRADE. 


HE center of the trading until the 
fA stock exchange was opened was the 
Crosby Hotel. This is a rambling 
frame structure with wide galleries around 
two sides of it. These galleries are covered 
and under the shade congregate the specu- 
lators, map séllers and lookers-on until 
boom at Beaumont rather remarkable. 

Since the stock exchange was opened up 
much of the excitement has been trans- 
ferred to it, and the trading there is [fast 
and furious every day. 

The scarcity of sleeping accommodations 
does not extend to the necessaries in the 
food line. There is plenty to eat and at rea- 
sonable prices. Good meals can be had for 
half a dollar. The prices of other personal 
service have not risen. A shave is stili lb 
cents and your shoes are polished for a 
dime. These are facts which make the 
boom at eBaumont rather remarkable. 

Oil consumes the public attention and 
those who are not dealing in oil seem not 
to have realized that they, too, might put 
up the price of what they have to u.lfer. 

The expansion of business at Beaumont 
has been too rapid for the aécommodations 
and great confusion fs resulting. ‘the post- 
office cannot handle the volime of mail 
that daily enters and leaves tne town. 

The telegraph ofiices Swamped and 
messages cannot be delivered wiin any 
gree of promptiness. No attempt is made to 
deliver where the prsons to Wnom thy are 
addressed are not well Known, and you 
must inquire at the office for your own 
messages. 

The county clerk's office, where all in- 
struments of transfer must be filed is 
months behind with the work of recording 
them. 

The lawyers who are called upon to ex- 
amine titles and draw legal documents are 
working overtime and still are unable to 
handle all the business that comes to them. 
Their offices are constantly crowded with 
clients waiting their turn for consultation. 
The express offices are also crowded to 
handle the money orders that come in. 

The banks are carrying more deposits 
than ever before, and their clerks are over- 
worked. All day long lines of men stand at 
the tellers’ windows waiting their turn to 
deposit or draw money. 

And later on the courts will be busy with 
the litigation that must follow the loose, 
haphazard method of business in vogue. 

Human ingenuity and shrewdness is ex- 
hausting itself devising schemes for getting 
money out of the field. 


STREET AND ALLEY DEAL. 


ROBABLY the most daring of the 
Pp ideas that is being put into execution 
is what is known as the “‘street and 
alley”’’ deal. This was engineered by Ed 
House of Austin, Tex., and a number of 
other Texas and northern capitalists, and 
it has atruck terror to the hearts of those 
who have wells, actual or in prospect, in 
the field.

Some years ago before oil was thought of 
at Beaumont a townsite was laid out, called 
Gladys City. embracing. the entire territory 
now in the o!] fleld. It fell into litigation and 
came to a standstill. 
struck and the sale and 
leasing of land commenced the land was 
sold by lots, the streets and alleys in the 
townsite not being included. 

Mr. House and his associates knew this 
and they quietly bought the streets and al- 
leys for $99,000. They have capitalized a 
company at $1,000,000, all the stock having 
been sold within 48 after the com- 
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pany was formed. Not until after the com- 
pany was in the field did the other opera: 
tors realize what it meant. The streets and 
alleys of Gladys City run in all directions 
through the field, a perfect grid-iron, some 
of them within a few feet of the gushers. 
No matter where a well is sunk, if it pro- 
duces oi], the street and alley people will 
have land within a few feet or yards of it. 
The possibiilties of this scheme are endless, 
and the men who own wells see themselves 
threatened with the certainty of having to 
divide the poo] they strike with 
else. The streets and alley people need nut 
take any risk in boring. They need only fol- 
low the other fellows and bore alongside 
the wells where oil is found.

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Wheaton by Maj. Logan and Col. Hare as 
exceptionally good marksmen. Maj. Logan 
was my battalion commander. 

I was not long In coming in contact with 
the enemy. Gen. Wheaton's Lingayan Gulf 
expedition was planned, and we were made 
a part of it. We landed at San Sabian with 
il companies of the Thirty-third and a part 
of the Thirteenth Infantry. The enemy was 
awaiting us, and he gave us battle as soon 
as we came within range. We landed under 
a heavy fire. The Filipinos fought very ef- 
fectively until we engaged them at close 
range, and they fell into disorder then and 
fled. It is a peculiarity of the natives of the 
Philippines that they are only good soldiers 
when the fighting is done at long range. 
They have become experts with the riffle 
and do a great deal of damage at a con- 
siderable distance, but when they are 
rushed and compelled to fight at close cor- 
ners they take to their heels and fly like 
s0 many terrified sheep. 

We moved from San Sabian to the scene 
of the battle of San Jacinto, where Maj. 
John A. Logan was killed. I was with Maj. 
Logan the night before his death: He had 
planned the morrow's campaign. Our bat- 
talion had been out of luck in getting into 
the thickest of it°’up to that time, and Maj. 
Logan told us that night we would have 
an opportunity on the morrow to show 
them of what stuff we were. made. Hea 
spoke in his recital of ‘plans of’ the very 
bridge where he met his death the next 
day. The loss of the major Was one of the 
heaviest blows of our campaign,. He was 
killed by a sharpshooter located in a tree. 
The Filipinos did this sort of work a great 
deal, and our regiment suffered’ Severely 
from it. It is a brave man who will climb 
a tree to do sharpshooting when discovery 
is almost certain death, but.the Filipino is 
equal to it. Numbers of them were killed 
in treetops by our men, and I suppose quite 
a lot of them inflicted injury upon us with- 
out being seen. We could frequently hear 
their rifles and feel their shots without be- 
ing able to tell which trees they were in. 

The boys fuifiled Maj. Logan's prediction 
that they would show the stuff that was.in 
them in this fight. We defeated 2000 rebels 
and did it under most adverse conditions. 
The rice fields in which we fought were 
frequently waist-deep in water, and the Fil- 
ipinos operated in this sort of country with 
a rapidity that commanded our admiration. 

From San Jacinto we returned to San Fa- 
bian, and we were there until Gen. Young's 
northwest Luzon expedition began. 
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During 


our stay at San Fabian our men brought 
in Aguinaldo’s mother and his little son, 
Miguel. Miguel was a little brown chap of 
5 years, The first time I saw him he was 
emoking a big cigar fully a foot long. It 
is not uncommon for boys of 5 years to use 
tobacco in some parts of the Island of Lu- 
zon. 

We participated in Gen. Young's expedl- 
tion into northwest Luzon. Setting out from 
San Fabian, we followed the coast through 
the most beautiful country I have ever 
seen. There was a fine Spanish road which 
we followed. Few Americans appreciate the 
density of the population in the Philippines. 
One encounters a town or city every four 
or five miles in the fertile parts of Luzon, 
and the population there is enormous. The 
people of the towns and cities along our 
route greeted us with great merrymaking 
Every town had a brass band very much 
like the St. Louis Hungry Six, and they 
stirred things up in quite a wonderful way 
for people as old-fashioned as they. 

We marched 150 miles from San Fabian, 
and before we had gone this far we got out 
of the zone of good will. There were daily 
reports of the enemy near by, and finally 
it became necessary to garrison some of the 
principal towns. I was left at Santa Cruz 
to garrison that place until further orders, 
and the expedition pressed on after Aguin- 
aldo, who almost fell into our hands at that 
time. The battle of Tilad Pass was fought 
within the next few days. Thig was where 
Gen. Pilar held the pass to cover the re- 
treat of Aguinaldo. The enemy was strong- 
ly stationed at a mountain pass, and it was 
only by climbing around them and attack- 
ing their rear that the Americans dislodged 
them. Gen. Pilar was killed here. 

We were expecting every day that Aguin- 
aldo would be brought in. He was retreai- 
ing toward the north hills, and the wiid 
Igorrotes there were as hostile to him as 
they were to us. He had his wife and sev- 
eral other women with him, and he must 
have been in great peril. It was while 
pressing the pursuit into the hills that Col. 
Hiare rescued the Gilmore party. 

From Santa Cruz I was sent to Narvacan 
and placed in charge of that city. Nineteen 
thousand people live in Narvacan, and an 
interesting city it was at the time I was 
given 100 men and ordered to hold and gov- 
ern it. I organized a municipal government 
and native police force, and had the people 
establish a market. In this market they 
trafficked in h, frogs, roaches, a big 
plum-like fruit they called papai, and smal]

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er Than I’ came nearly as fast as I could 
write them. I took the three stanzas to 
Prof. Fisher, a Philadelphia composer, who 
was in the convention; and suggested that 
he write the music. 

The first song that Fisher sang on the 
following day was ‘“‘The Rock That Is High- 
er Than l."’ Fisher had a magnificent voice 
and | thought I had never heard anything 
s0 good as the song he had made out of 
my little verses. Wanamaker took it up 
and caused it to be printed—it went straight 
to his heart—and, on Sunday, hundreds of 
copies were distributed. It was sung sev- 
eral times during that day, often enough for 
all the delegates to become thoroughly fa- 
miliar with it and they took it to. their 
homes with them where they introduced it. 

It jumped into immediate popularity ev- 
erywhere and it has been pretty generally 
sung in Protestant churches since. I have 
had some very interesting experiences 
through it and I cannot resist the tempta- 
tion to relate one of them. A year ago | 
was sick in a hospital in Seattle, Wash., 
and a young woman occupied the room 
alongside mine. She played frequently upon 
@ guitar and she never picked up the in- 
strument without singing ““The Rock.’ She 
Sang it well, too. When I was able to hob- 
ble around on crutches I sent her word one 
a nd that I would call on her. She hadn't 
the slightest idea why I took the liberty to 
visit her, but she greeted me very cor- 
dially, 

I told her I had been so charmed by her 
music that I felt it would be improper for 
me to leave the hospital without telling her 
of the pleasure she had given me. I as- 
sured her that I ha@ particularly enjoyed 
“The Rock.” 
| answered that it was her favorite and 

t she the ght the man who wrote it 
havet a grand man with a grand 


view of life. After this I was almost too 
modest to tell her I was its author. Be- 
sides, I didn't want to spoil the iliusion. 
But finally I revealed the secret. She was 
so astonished that I have never yet quite 
assured myself that she believed me. 

I have written many hymns, but this {s 
the only one that has lived. The trouble 
with our religious songs is they are trash, 
both in the words and the music. That's 
why they die away so quickly. The old 
standard hymns, like those Wesley and 
Watts wrote, will not die as long as the 
Church of Christ stands. They are meaty 
and substantial. There is true poetry in 
them and that is as essential to a song’s 
life as to a poem's. The music has little to 
do with their success—although its influ- 


tomatoes and onions. The roaches they ate 
were big fellows, something like those we 
see around our electric lights in the sum- 
mer. 

I got very well acquainted with the peo- 
ple of Narvacan. They are intelligent and 
could learn rapidly if given an opportunity. 
They have schools, but they are conducted 
loosely. 

They are not a lazy people. They have 
rich lands and could raise big crops, but 
they are without implements and machin- 
ery. Nothing modern finds its way into the 
interior of Luzon. Everything is old fash- 
ioned, two or three centuries behind the 
times. An injection of modern methods in 
there would make of this beautiful country 
the richest colonial possession in the world. 
We have made a good investment there, 
and our efforts to develop the people will 
not be seed sown upon stony ground. They 
will absorb it, slowly, of course, but surely, 
and if they once get it, goodness knows 
it will stick, for they are unchangeable as 
they are old fashioned. 

I do not believe the capture of Aguinaldo 

will have much effect upon the rebels. They 
saw little and heard little of him. We would 
frequently send out friendly natives to 
make inquiries concerning the whereabouts 
ana plans of their miiltary leader, and al- 
most always they learned nothing. They 
really knew nothing. Aguinaldo neither 
went among them or communicated with 
them. The Americans kept him on the jump 
s0 much he was busy with his personal 
safety. He was not the leader many persons 
think him to have been. He was, of course, 
the recognized head of the rebellion, but 
the outside world knew this better than 
the people of the Philippines knew it. 

The bulk of the fighting was done by 
bodies of men who would not have known 
Aguinaldo had they seen him and who did 
not know where he was one-tenth of the 
time and cared very little. They were fight- 
ing on their own hook, and all they asked 
of the leaders of the revolution was am- 
munition and guns. They got plenty of both, 

The Filipinos are not a bad people. They 
are capable of great development. They 
maintain a standard of morality much 
above that of some countries where there 
is more civilization. The revolutionary spir- 
it among them is not easily subdued. They 
are not conquered. Their fighting amounts 
to very little, but it is enough to show us 
the necessity of holding them to the chalk- 
line until they can fully appreciate the folly 
of their struggles and the utter uselessness 
of them. There will be for some time re- 
calcitrants and agitators who will stir 
things up, for the Filipino is very ignorant 
in some things and easily led. He is too 
likely to let indiscreet advisers tell him so- 
and-so is his enemy without giving so-and- 
so the benefit of a doubt. This accounts for 
a great deal of the fighting.

Tutors were appointed 
for him, he was regaled with choice viands, 
four of the most beautiful girls in the em- 
pire waited on him, incense was burned be- 
fore him and hymns sung in his honor. At

There a priest armed with a knife of itzel, — 
a volcanic substance harder than fiilnt, 


stood ready to cut open the body. The heart = 


was taken out and offered to the deity, 
the body was afterward served up in a 
ghastly feast. Through the ceremony beau- — 
tiful music floated through the temple — 
Such was the faith of the people that the 


one selected for sacrifice went to the alae eg 


rejoicing.

We are constantly on the go here, It is 
the “‘hikes’’ (marches) that are killing our 
men. The insurrectos are hard to be seen. 
They go in bands of 50, 100 or even 200, but 
they won't fight. They steal from and kill 
the peaceful natives, and when they hear 
the Americanos are after them they fly to 
the mountains or to their homes, and when 
you meet them they are in twos or threes 
and have hidden their rifles and bolo. Then 
they are, they tell us, ‘‘mucha amigo.” 


The rainy season is just over. It was a 
peach, too, raining six days out of seven 
each week. It did not come down in drops, 
but in steady sheets, and that is the time 
the rebels are active. They fire on out- 
posts, bolo anybody that is out after dark 
and get away before aid can arrive. They 
won't stand before our Krags. 

I sent an account of the fight Col. Com- 
fort was in. The colonel conducted him- 
self in a very fine manner. He was high- 
ly complimented by officers at Manila, and 
the island papers spoke very well of him. 

I'nder the new army bill there are to be 
12,000 native troops, which I don’t think is 
right. These people are in no mood or 
condition whatever to arm if they do so. 
The Filipinos will rebel against the United 
States just the same as they did against 
Spain, thereby sacrificing thousands of 
American lives. 

This country is all right for a man that 
has to come over here like a soldier, but I 
advise any. citizen to stay home, no mat- 
ter if he has capital or not, for your life

suit was impossible, for the grass is 15 or 
® feet high, and the danger of shooting our 
own men is too great.

Shirt Waists alae Hats for Summer 
Wear Are Sent From This 
City All Over the 
Country. 


T. LOUIS ts furnishing the mail car- 
riers of the United States with shirt- 
waists and summer hats. 

Both the shirtwaists and hats were de- 
signed by St. Louis people, are manufac- 
tured in St. Louis and have received the 
approval of the United States postal de- 
partment. 

The shirtwaists were designed by the 
Good Luck Clothing Co., at Sixth and St. 
Charles streets. They are made of a bluish 
gray cloth with plaited box back and se- 
cured at the bottom by a mouse-colored 
belt. It is a neat garment and retails at 
$1.25. Several of the clothing houses of the 
to the postal authorities, and the St. Louls 
waist was approved. It is being supplied 
in great quantities to many cities in the 
country. It is not compulsory on any of 
the carriers to adopt it, the department 
merely exacting that all carriers in a city 
dress alike. The St. Louis carriers have 
adopted the St. Louis waist and they will 
appear in them within the next ten days.

M ISSOURI’S exhibit in the Horticul- 


ture building is a brililant triangle 
of French plate mirror glass, wav- 
ing palms and luscious fruits. The space 
‘occupied covers 1600 square feet, along the 
center aisle, beginning at the north malin 
| entrance, adjoining that of California. The 
| gcheme of the Horticulture building by 
which spaces allotted to states were formed 
into apartment triangles, the points toward 
the center, made the work of constructing 
the booths costly, but gave opportunity for 
artistic effects.

In this brilliant setting are half a hundred 
barrels of the finest apples grown on Mis- 
souri soil, the Ben Davis, the Jonathan, 
Northern Spy, the Willow Twig, etc. 
200 barrels of these exhibition apples were 
brought to Buffalo by the Missouri commis- 
sion and placed in cold storage for use 
during the months of May and June, The 
strawberry season begins next week and 
this fine fruit will then begin to arrive. The 
main shipments will come from Sar- 
ecoxie, Mo., and the adjacent coun- 
tles of the Southwest. Thirty-eight 
county horticultural societies, together 
with the State Horticultural Society, 
Will each occupy a special space in 
this Missouri division and keep it filled with 
fruits incident to the season from now un- 
til the close of the Exposition. The horti- 
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ence of Commissioner Charles C. Bell, a 
prominent member of the State Horticultu- 
ral Society of Missourl. 

In the Agricultural bullding Missour! has 
1000 square feet of space, well located-in 
the center and on the main aisle. The mill- 
work is a symphony in blue. It Is. rare, 
novel and peculiarly attractive. Across two 
sides run semi-circular shelves,. bearing 
hundred®@ of jars of cereals and seeds. De- 
pendent from the cornices are the finest 
specimens of grain. In the center of the 
exhibit rises a tower, surrounded at the 
base by circular glass cases inclosing Mis- 
sourl grasses. The column is 34 feet high, 
surmounted by a banner of Missouri, in 
blue and gold. Great ears of Missouri corn, 
all varieties of wheat, oats and rye, and 
other cereals have been received and are on 
exhibition. This exhibit is one of the finest 
in the building and all Missourians will be 
proud of it. It is under the supervison of 
Commissioner E. 8S. Garver, who has pér- 
fected arrangements for large and beautiful 
additions. His present exhibits were gath- 
ered quickly, but with wonderful success. 

In the Mines and Mining building Mis- 


souri occupies a conspicuous and command- 
ing position, It has about 400 square feet of 
space, adjoining that of the Standard Oil 
Co. It has a massive entrance archway, 
done in maroon and silver, with long coun- 
ters in maroon, the scrollwork in imitation 
of cast fron. The specimens of Missouri 
minerals include carloads of zinc, lead, coal, 
iron and thé lesser ores. In the cénter of 
the space is a tall, circular showcase, while 
around the walls are gfeéat cabinets, con- 
taining the finest specimens of Missouri 
mineral. This division is under the direction 
of Commissioner Fayette P. Graves, super- 
intendent of the Doe Run Lead Mines. Mr 
Graves’ private collection, Which is one of 
the most valuable and complete in the 
country, oceuplés:'a prominent place in the 
exhihit. 

In the Tiébdera? Arts building Missouri has 
a representation of its educational facilities 
and progress. The St. Louis public schools 
and. @specially the High School, are note- 
worthy in their exhibits of school work and 
methdds. ‘The State University of Missouri 
is brilliantly represented and will win gold 
medals, President Jesse has taken ifMmusual 


pains to see that the eastern states are en- 
lightened with respect to the great unl- 
versity of our state. The public schools of 
Missouri, outside of St. Louis, have inter- 
esting displays of photographs of buildings, 
pupils and teachers,’ illustrating the ma- 
terial with which the educators have to 
deal. This division is under my direction. 
I have been ably assisted by W. T. Carring- 
ton, state superintendent of public schools. 

In the dairy division Commissioner John 
F. Beal has made arrangements for a car- 
load of Missouri butter and cheese, which 
has just arrived and been placed in refrig- 
eration.

“The rejationship was not revealed to us 
children, because in the early part of the 
century 80 great was the prejudice in Ger- 
many against the Jews that our parents 
thought better mot to tell us of the rela- 
tionship to Mendelssohn, who was part 
Jew.

Moses 
Mendelseohn’s daughter married a man 
named Bartholdy, and she was Mendels- 
sohn's mother. I am related to him in an- 
other way. My cousin, Baron von Héede- 
man, married Mendelssohn's sister.”’ 
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APTAIN F. E. YOUNGHUSBAND, 
Cs writing in the Monthly Review for 
May, says of the treatment which

He 
had been blown from the roof of a steani- 
boat and after a flight of 147 yards through 
the alr his body fell through the roof of 
a stable, where he was found three days 
later. 

It was over a year after this grewsome 
diacovery. that this mean was ab'e to leave 
his house and again walk the streets of St. 
Louis, But, after he regained his strength, 
he continued in fine health for some 46 
years, and it hac only been in the past four 
years or 60 that the infirmities of old age 
have begu. to welgh heavily upon him. 

But even now Capt. Peter Conrad of 1429 
Chouteau avenue is a robust old gentleman, 
who bids fair to live some years yet.

will recall the disaster as one of the most 
horribie that ever oceurred on the Missouri 
River. Capt. Conrad had owned the boat 
for a few years prior to her fatal trip, and 
had operated her as a freight and paseen- 
ger boat between here and Cairo.

It 
wrecked the Saluda from stem to stern. 
The passengers Were blown in all direc- 
tions. Many of them were sent bleeding 
ard mangled direct to watery graves, wahile 
others were propelled by the force of the 
explosion up over the benk on the Lexing- 
ton side of the river. The steamer was 
burned tp the water's edge and very few 
of the passengers or crew survived. 

“tt was a fearful eaperience,”’ Capt, Con- 
rad told the Post-Dispatch a few auys ag», 
“but it will be rather difficult for me to 
give you my exact impressions of the ter- 
rible affair. The Saluda was a boat, not 
quite as large as the Anc hor Line steamcts 
of the present day, but, say, about the size 
of the Spread Eagle. It was elegantly fur- 
nished, though, and 1 remember the dovurs 
leading tu the upper deck Were fitted 
with polished brass rods and dainty litle 
silk curtains.

My injuries 
were such: that I had to be carried from 
the river bank to my home, which wa6é 
then on. Plum street, between Main and 
Second. The house in which I wae then 
living was owned by a man named Flan- 
drau, and was the same house in which La- 
fayette was entertained on his visit to St. 
Louis early in the nineteenth century. I 
remember Dr, McDowell, Dr. E. 8. Fraser 
and another physician attended me, and I 
finally recovered. It was a long -elege of 
illness, though. It was over a year before 
I could leave the house, and for several! 
mouths after that I used crutches.” 

In the early days of St. Louis Capt. Con- 
rad was a very prominent St. Loulan. At 
one time he was rated ae one of St. Louls’ 
wealthiest citizens. His wife, who has been 
dead some years, was related to many of 
the old French families. Capt. Conrad has 
had his financial viclesitudes, and, thougn 
he hag made and lost more than one for- 
tune, is still comfortably eltuated, and 
owns quite a lot of property here, in addi- 
tion to the residence at 1429 Chouteau ave- 
nue, Where he has resided for the past 30 
years. His advanced age hae affected his 
memory somewhat, and it was with some 
difficulty he was able to supply tte fore- 
going narrative of his awful experience of 
half a cencury ago. In fact, he halted sev- 
eral times in its recital, and the links were 
supplied by another member of the family 
who was present at the interview. On the 
right eide of his forehead there is an in- 
dentation and near it are a few smaller 
marks that still remain as reminders of 
the terrible catastrophe of the Saluda. 
Capt, Conrad for a number of years kept a 
picture of the lli-fated steamer in his home, 
but it, with many other treasures, was de- 
stroyed in.the tornado of 488. 


One fact mentioned by a member of the 
Conrad family in connection with the Sa- 
luda disaster is that there !s another sur- 
viver now living besides Capt. Conrad. His 
name te McFarland, and he is a printer. 
Kis parents were passengers on the boat, 
and at the time he was an infant His 
parents were both leet in the explosion, 
and as he had not yet been christened, he 
was given the name Seluda McFarland, 
which he has always retained, It may also 
be mentioned that Capt. Belt amd. 100 of the 
Mormon passengers were killed, according 
t§ Capt. Conrad.

The dog-tooth violet (Erythronium albi- 
dum), is not a violet at all, but a member 
of the lily family, as will be suggested to 
anyone who notices the Ily-like shope of 
the single hanging flower that each plant 
bears. 

The bird’s-foot violet (Viola pedata), and 
its pansy-flowered form (variety bicolor). 
are the most ornamental c° the violets na- 
tive to the state. The flowers are nearly 
as large as those of pansies, and in fav- 
ored situations, even in the driest and ap- 
parently most sterile soil, the ground is 
often completely covered with them. 

Of blue violets there are a number of 
kinds and an infinite number of shades. 
The common blue violet is Viola cucullata, 
with entire leaves, and another, almost as 
common, is Viola palmata, which has the 


leaves cut in deep lobes along the sides. 

The columbine (Aquilegia Canadensis), 
with fts hanging flowers, each with five 
erect, straight, slender. spurs, is not only 
one of the most graceful and beautiful wild 
plants of the state, but is one of. the com- 
paratively few that are visited in great 
numbers by humming birds, which may be 
seen hovering about them on any bright 
day.
